Tercentenary of Anglo-Danish Friendship Treaty 


Now a partner of the United Kingdom in the European Free Trade Association, Denmark, ‘as these 


presents show’, 


has been trading with us for at least 300 years, mainly supplying foodstuffs, which 


account for about 90 per cent. of her total exports in exchange for British manufactured goods, To 

quote the Commercial Counsellor at the Royal Danish Embassy in London, Mr. H. Hjorth- Nielsen: 

‘The Danes are good customers of the United Kingdom. Danes buy each year British goods to the 

value of more than £20 per head. This is a remarkably high figure unsurpassed by any other country 

outside the Commonwealth’, U.K. exports and re-exports to Denmark last year were valued at £91 
million; our imports from Denmark amounted to £145 million.

the Danish authorities are preparing celebrations to be held on 

February 13. Among the planned activities are included the 
issue of a special number of the Danish Foreign Office Journal. The 
Danish Government’s weekly publication corresponding to the 
Board of Trade Journal (the Journal for Trade and Economy) will 
also feature the occasion. 


T* MARK THE OCCASION of the tercentenary of this Treaty, 


The Danish Minister for Foreign Affairs will make a speech on 
the anniversary to draw attention to this tercentenary, and the Danish 
Centre in London also plans some activities. 


Reference to the treaty will also be made at the annual dinner of 
the Anglo-Danish Society in London on May 10 when Mr. Harold 
Macmillan, the Prime Minister, will be the chief guest. 


Among its various provisions, the Treaty includes the following, 
reflecting the hazards of the North Sea trade in those days: 


‘It is also agreed, that in case the subjeccs and inhabitants of either of 
the confederates, with their shipping (either by reason of pirates 
chasing them, or by stress of weather, or by any other inconvenience) 
he forced to repair into the rivers, creeks, bays, or ports, of the other 
confederate, there to seek harbour, they shall be kindly and courteously 
used by the magistrate and inhabitants of such place.’ 
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Centenary of Royal London Mutual Insurance Society 


‘THE ROYAL LONDON Mutual Insurance Society celebrated its 
centenary with a banquet at the Dorchester Hotel, London, on 
February 2 at which Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board 
of Trade, was guest of honour. 

[In 1862 the assets of the then Royal London Friendly Society 
were £142; they are now some £160 millions. The Society’s first 
office was two rooms at Shepherd’s Bush. Today its head office 
occupies the entire north side of Finsbury Square, with a floor area 
of about 114 acres. A yard-long replica of this building executed in 
cake and icing and surmounted by 100 candles was ceremonially 
cut at the banquet. 

In the course of his speech Mr. Maudling said: “We have reached 
an important and possibly a decisive stage in the development of this 
country’s economy. From all that is being said by economists, 
industrialists and bankers about the future course of our economic 
policy it is clear that much heart searching is going on. I am sure 
this is all to the good. We need a new impulse, and if we are to have 
one we shall have as a nation to take new decisions. 

‘Our recent economic progress has been considerable and should 
not be underrated. We have shaken ourselves loose from the economic 
consequences of the war and its aftermath. We have rebuilt our 
industry, we have restored the freedom of our economy and the 
convertibility of sterling. We have achieved a satisfactory level of 
investment and for some years we have been adding to our prosperity 
at a rate that is in full accordance with our target of doubling our 
standard of living within 25 years. We have secured recently a remark- 
able degree of price stability. 

‘But despite this there are many questions to be asked about our 
present rate of progress. Though we are progressing, are we progress- 
ing fast enough? Is our export effort adequate to sustain the vigorous 
home market that we enjoy? Can we be satisfied with our rate of 
growth compared with other countries? We must be ready to adapt 
our policies to changing conditions, but is there any way of making 
these changes less abrupt?’ 

Mr. Maudling said he had no doubt that our aim now, without 
jeopardizing what we had gained in the way of price stability, was to 


try and increase our rate of economic growth and make it more con- 
sistent. In doing so we should certainly draw any guidance we could 
from the experience of other countries. But we must be careful to 
interpret that experience in the light of our own national situation, 
and in particular the special position of Sterling. We must also realize 
that if we wished to enjoy some of the advantages other countries 
ae — for themselves we must be prepared to accept the price they 
ad pai 


‘I believe that a new policy of greater economic growth requires a 
conscious decision by the nation as a whole to meet certain necessary 
conditions,’ he said. “We must increase our rate of savings in order to 
ensure that growing production is not all absorbed at home and that 
priority is given to exports and investment. We must be prepared to 
make full use of our manpower which is the limiting factor of our 
expansion. We must encourage the development of skill and enterprise 
in our community by proper facilities and adequate incentives. We 
must devote more resources to research and development. We must see 
if we can find some method of regulating the pace of economic 
advance that is less abrupt than the methods we have used so far. We 
must look at amalgamations in industry with the eye of reason, not 
the eye of prejudice, paying as much attention to the economic 
advantages of combination as to the dangers of restriction. We must be 
prepared to accept more competition at home as the price of more 
opportunity abroad and as a stimulus to greater efficiency. 


‘Above all, we must recognize that the first condition of greater 
and more consistent expansion at home is to sell more of our products 
abroad and that this means competitive prices, consistent quality, 
regular deliveries and a real effort to sell even harder than our com- 
petitors.’ 

Mr. E. H. Haynes, the Society’s chairman and joint managing 
director, has just been elected Deputy Chairman of the Life Offices’ 
Association and also Chairman of the Industrial Assurance Council.

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Mr. Selwyn Lloyd and Dip in Production 
Figures 


MR. SELWYN LLOYD, Chancellor of the Exchequer, told the 
quarterly meeting of the National Production Advisory Council for 
Industry in London last Friday that in many ways the labour 
situation was the key to the state of the economy at home. The 
Regional reports had left the impression with him that there was a 
general shortage of labour, and in some areas there was a desperate 
need for an increase in the numbers of skilled men. 


The figures for production were something of an enigma. There 
was evidence of a dip in the last published figures, but the Chancellor 
said his advisers were nct able to say whether this was just a dip or the 
beginning of a downward trend. But looking at the state of demand, 
there was no reason to suppose that it was the beginning of a downward 
trend. The Chancellor asked for the views of the Council, and par- 
ticularly whether they felt that the dip was due to labour recruitment 
problems in certain areas. 


The Chancellor also said that it was not sufficiently appreciated that 
growth and expansion of the economy depended on the growth of our 
exports. 


General Meeting of Berne Union of Credit 
Insurers 


THE FIRST of the two General Meetings of the Berne Union 
planned for 1961 was held in Berne on January 30-31, under the chair- 
manship of this year’s President, Mr. L. J. Menzies, of the United 
Kingdom Exports Credits Guarantee Department. Delegates repre- 
senting export credit insurance organizations from 16 countries 
and an observer from the 1.B.R.D. were present. ‘There was the cus- 
tomary exchange of information and opinion about world market 
economic conditions and prospects. Members also discussed the terms 
of payment appropriate for a variety of goods exported on credit. 

The meeting reaffirmed the intention of the members of the Union 
that five years should be the maximum period of suppliers’ credit 
which any member would be willing to insure. It was noted that some 
governments may wish in particular cases to facilitate the provision of 
longer term finance to assist the economic growth of newly developing 
countries. The meeting expressed the hope that progress would be 
made in establishing some system of international co-ordination 
between governments to prevent such measures from causing com- 
petition in suppliers’ credits and financial credits. ‘The members were 
unanimous in expressing their readiness to give every assistance to 
their Governments in this direction. 


The members of the Berne Union have co-operated successfully 
to avoid competition on credit terms within the limit of five years 
and they will continue this work.

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St. James’s Street Site for U.S. Trade Centre in 
London 


A ST. JAMES’S STREET, Piccadilly, site has been acquired for the 
first permanent United States Trade Centre overseas, the American 
Embassy announced on January 30. Situated at 58 St. James’s Street, 
the Trade Centre will provide American producers with a ‘shop 
window’ comprising more than 5,000 square feet of exhibit space on 
the ground floor and a focal point for an intensified United States 
trade promotion programme. 


Offices on the third floor will provide accommodation for officials 
representing Commercial and Agricultural Attaches of the United 
States Embassy, who will assist in developing United States export 
sales to the United Kingdom market. The Centre will open in June 
with an exhibition featuring American cooking ware, kitchen and 
household equipment and smaller electrical appliances for the home. 
Also included in the exhibit will be selected American food products. 


Before June, businessmen and firms wishing to contact American 
firms distributing these and other United States products can be put in 
touch with United States producers by the Commercial or Agri- 
cultural Attache, United States Embassy, Grosvenor Square, London,

The Centre will be the first permanent, Government-sponsored 
trade promotion headquarters of its kind to be established abroad by 
the United States Government and will greatly extend the services 
now performed by the Commercial and Agricultural Attaches.

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Retail Sales End 1960 at a High Level 


FINAL CALCULATION confirm the provisional estimate that retail 
trade finished 1960 at a high levei. The total value of sales in December 
was 4 per cent. higher than a year earlier and the seasonally adjusted 
index reached 114, the highest level so far. Trading, however, had 
been slack in November, when the seasonally adjusted index fell to 
109, and the sharp increase in December was largely caused by sales 
deferred from the previous month. Taking November and December 
together, the index was 112, the same as in October and a point higher 


Total Retail Sales 


Index numbers of value of sales per week 1957 = 100 
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than during the third quarter. Food shops did particularly well with 
an increase of 5 per cent. on a year earlier—the largest increase 
during 1960—-and each of the other broad group of shops did 
better than in November. There was a slight improvement in the 
sales of durable goods shops whose sales were 1! per cent. lower 
compared with a fall of about 13 per cent. in each of the previous 
three months; this was due to better trading by independent shops. 


Retail Trade During 1960 


Total retail trade again showed a steady increase during 1960 
and for the year as a whole sales were 4 per cent. higher, the same 
uncrease as in 1959. Although the sharp increase in trade in December 
(after allowing for seasonal variations) to a large extent only offset 
poor trading in November, there seems little doubt that trade was 
buoyant at the end of the year. The pattern of trading, however, was 
substantially different from that in 1959. Sales by durable goods shops, 
which started the year with a slight recovery from the decline at the 
end of 1959, turned down sharply after the re-imposition of hire- 
purchase restrictions at the end of April and showed a fall of 5 per 
cent. for the year as a whole compared with a rise of 12 per cent. in 
1959. (After a rise of 7 per cent. on a year earlier during the first 
four months of the year, there was a fall of 11 per cent. during the 
rest of the year.) This fall was offset by much better trading by other 
non-food shops, particularly clothing and footwear shops which had 
an exceptionally good year. 


As in 1959, the rise in prices in the sector covered by the retail 
trade figures was only slight in 1960 taking the year as a whole and 
almost all of the increase in the value of sales was accounted for by 
an increase in volume. The figures for the year as a whole, however, 
conceal differences in the pattern during the year. For the most part, 
prices were higher than a year earlier during the early part of 1959 
and lower in the middle and end of the year. They continued lower 
during the early part of 1960 but have since been higher. 


Seasonally adjusted figures of incomes and total personal spending 
prepared by the Central Statistical Office and published in the 
January issue of ‘Economic Trends’ are now available for the first 
three-quarters of 1960 and provide some background to the trend 
of retail sales. They show that in contrast to 1959 when, particularly 


in the second half of the year, increases in consumer’s expenditure 
exceeded increases in disposable income, in each of the first three- 


quarters of 1960 personal expenditure did not take up increases in 
disposable income.

Durable Goods Shops 


The sharp decline in the sales by durable goods shops after the 
re-imposition of hire-purchase restrictions did not affect all types of 
shops equally. During the eight months after April, sales by furniture 
shops were only 8 per cent. lower than a year earlier and for the 
year as a whole were 3 per cent. lower while sales by other durable 
goods shops fell by 15 per cent. in the last eight months and by 
8 per cent. for the year as a whole. The contrast between the experience 
of multiple and independent traders in the whole of the durable 
goods shops field is even greater. A high proportion of sales by multiple 
traders is on hire-purchase or credit terms and their sales after April 
were 23 per cent. lower than a year earlier and were 14 per cent. 
down for the year as a whole; comparable figures for independent 
traders were decreases of 5 per cent. and 1 per cent. respectively. 
It should be borne in mind, however, that neither furniture shops 
nor independent traders as a whole shared fully in the large increases 
during 1959. Prices for the year as a whole showed little change 
compared with 1959 and the fall in the volume of sales was similar 
to that in the value. 


Clothing and Footwear Shops 


The high level of trading by clothing and footwear shops was 
shared by all sectors of the trade. For the group as a whole sales were 
8 per cent. higher in 1960 compared with an increase of 4 per cent. 
in 1959 and little change in 1958. ‘Trade in most months after allowing 
for the differing dates of Easter and Whitsun, was up on a year earlier 
and was particularly brisk in the late summer and early autumn. 
Sales by footwear shops, men’s wear shops and women’s shops each 
showed much larger increases than in 1959 with footwear shops 
showing the largest increase (10 per cent.). While multiple traders 
continued to show larger increases in sales than independent traders 
or co-operative societies, in each ef these three types of shops the 
difference in experience was less marked than in 1959. For the group 
as a whole multiple traders showed an increase of 11 per cent. com- 
pared with one of 8 per cent. in 1959. Independent traders showed 
an increase of 7 per cent. (2 per cent.) and co-operative societies an 
increase of 6 per cent. (no change). Prices of clothing and footwear 
showed increases over a year earlier throughout 1960 which may

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have accounted for between 1 and 2 per cent. of the increase in the 
value of sales; in 1959 prices were, on balance, slightly lower for the 
year as a whole. 


Miscellaneous Non-Food Shops 


Total trade by this group of shops showed a slightly larger increase 
than in 1959-5 per cent. compared with 3 per cent. Confectioners, 
tobacconists and newsagents showed an increase of 4 per cent. com- 
pared with no change in 1959 but price increases, particularly on 
cigarettes and tobacco, probably accounted for much of this increase. 
Sales by independent booksellers and stationers were 8 per cent. 
higher compared with an increase of 3 per cent. in 1959 but in spite 
of good Christmas trading hardware shops and chemists both showed 
much the same increase as in 1959. 


Food Shops 


Trade by food shops was 3 per cent. higher than in 1959, the same 
increase as in each of the two previous years. Food prices were, 
however, lower than a year earlier during most of the months of the 
year and the increase in the volume of sales may be around 1 per 
cent. greater than in the value; in 1959 food prices were, on balance, 
rather higher than a year earlier and the increase in the volume of 
sales was consequently rather less than 3 per cent. The increase in 
sales by grocers, by far the largest type of shop in the group, was a 
little less than in 1959 but most other types of shop showed larger 
increases. Multiple traders continued to expand their sales more 
rapidly and had an increase of 8 per cent. in the year as a whole com- 
pared with increases by independent traders and co-operative societies 
of 2 per cent. and 1 per cent. respectively. 


Notes 


Kind of Business Statistics 


(i) These statistics are based on returns from independent retailers 
(organizations, other than co-operative societies and general depart- 
ment stores, with one to nine branches), multiple retailers (organiza- 
tions, other than co-operative societies and general department 
stores, with 10 or more branches), retail co-operative societies and 
general department stores. 


For independent retailers, multiple retailers and general department 
stores the figures are based on the total sales, of all types of goods, by 
each shop and therefore represent the trend of sales in specified 
kinds of business. Co-operative societies report their sales on a 
departmental basis and a department’s sales are assigned to the most 
closely corresponding kind of business heading. 


(iii) Multiple retailers and co-operative societies report sales for all 
branches open in the sales period, so that, in respect of these two 
forms of organizations, the statistics take account of changes in the 
number of shops, e.g. the opening of new shops or the closing or 
disposal of existing shops. In the case of independent retailers and 
general department stores, however, sales are generally reported 
for individual establishments and no reliable measures of change in 
the number of shops is available on the basis of which an adjustment 
might be made. 

(iv) A description of the series, based on 1957 = 100, is described in this 
article and in the Board of Trade Journal of February 6, 1959. 

Department Stores — supplementary analyses by departments 

(i) These supplementary statistics are derived from returns of sales 
dissected into commodity groups made by general departmental stores, 
and also some large independent drapers and furniture shops. 

(ii) Their construction, based on 1957 = 100, is described in this article 
and in the Board of Trade Journal of February 6, 1959.

Revision to the Retail Trade Series 
Rebased Series 


The figures of retail trade since the beginning of 1957 appearing 
hitherto in these articles have been revised and the new series in this 
article represent the completion of the rebasing of the monthly esti- 
mates of retail trade to take fuller account of the results of the census 
of distribution in respect of 1957. When the monthly index numbers 
of retail trade were first presented early in 1959, with average sales 
in 1957 = 100 as base, in place of the previous series based on average 
sales in 1950 = 100, a description of the rebasing process was given 
in the Board of Trade Journal of February 6, 1959. 


That article explained that in compiling the new series, the separate 
estimates for each kind of business (grocers, butchers, etc.) and within 
these, each method of trading (independent traders, multiple traders, 
etc.) were combined by using as weights the total turnover in each of 
these cells in 1957 as shown by the results of the census of distribution 
for that year. It was also explained that the estimates were built up 
in even greater detail, with turnover size groups and sometimes 
regional turnover groups, distinguished within each kind of business 
and method of trading cell but that the results of the census were not 
then available in that degree of detail. The weighting pattern obtained 
from the 1950 census of distribution continued, therefore, to be used 
for turnover size groups and for regions. It has now been possible 
to take account of the size or regional structure of turnover in 1957 
and thus complete the process of rebasing the census. 


The following is a description of the compilation of the series now 
presented. 


The first stage was to classify the monthly returns of traders 
contributing to the retail sales inquiry in each method of trading 
within each kind of business, into a number of turnover size groups 
according to their total turnover during 1957. From contributors’ 
figures thus classified, there was calculated the monthly pattern of 
sales during 1957, taking average monthly sales 1957 = 100 for each 
of the size turnover groups. These patterns were then applied to the 
total turnover in 1957 in each size group obtained from the census to 
obtain estimates of the total value of sales in each month of 1957. 
These cell estimates of the monthly value of sales were then added 
together and from these totals, monthly index numbers based on 
average monthly sales in 1957 = 100 were calculated for each method 
of trading and for each kind of business. Where a regional instead of 
a size analysis was used, the procedure was similar. 


For years subsequent to 1957, the percentage changes between 
corresponding months of adjacent years was calculated for each size 
(or region) cell, from the contributors’ returns and applied to the cell 
estimate in the earlier year, and the cell estimates for current years 
thus obtained were summed and from them were calculated index 
numbers and percentage changes for complete kinds of business 
and method of trading. The new series of index numbers for the 
total of retail trade and for most of the broad groups of shops show 
little change from the figures previously published, although there 
ae differences in some, of the detailed series. The percentage changes 
of a year earlier derivable from the index numbers are, however, very 
close to the old series throughout. Differences in the ‘index numbers 
are due mainly to the establishment of a new monthly pattern. 


Differences are due to two factors. Partly they are due to the classifica-

inclusion in the calculations of the figures of traders recruited during or 
since 1957 (or of returns that arrived too late for inclusion in the 
monthly calculations) and whose figures, therefore, did not contribute 
to the establishment of the previous seasonal pattern for 1957. 

The article in the Board of Trade Journal of February 6, 1959, 
included a table showing total sales within each kind of business and 
method of trading during 1957 as provisionally estimated from the 
census. This table is repeated in this article with the final figures. 


Minor Changes in Presentation 


Two minor changes have been made in the presentation of the new 
series. Greengrocers and fruiterers who also sell fish have now been

series into line with the census of distribution for 1957. Figures of 
trade by dairymen are now shown separately from those of ‘Other 
Food Shops,’ with which they were previously combined. 


Seasonally Adjusted Series 4 


A new seasonally adjusted series of total retail trade based on the 
revised unadjusted series has been calculated. The method of calcula- 
tion, including the special adjustments for Easter and Whitsun and 
the last three months of 1955, is the same as that of the previous series, 
which was described in an article in the Board of Trade YFournal of 
January 1, 1960, except that the experience of 1960 has been incor- 
porated in the estimation of the average seasonal pattern of trade.

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Quite Remarkable Growth of British Toy Industry 


FOR FOUR YEARS the British Toy Fair has been housed in the south 
coast resort of Brighton where visitors have moved from hotel to 
hotel to the accompaniment of the sea breaking on the beaches. This 
year however, the scene was changed to London’s West End where 
some 250 British firms exhibited in three hotels in Bryanston Street, 
Marble Arch: the Mayfairia Rooms, the Mostyn and Mount Royal 


Hotels. In these hotels exhibition space occupied some 60,000 square 
feet. 


This was a new and strange venue for the toy men. It is five years 
since the British Industries Fair incorporated a toy section in London, 
and since then exhibitors and buyers alike have grown accustomed to 
the leisurely atmosphere of Brighton. However, the fact that all the 
exhibitors were grouped together so closely — all the hotels were 
within 100 yards — was welcomed by all buyers if for only one reason — 
they did not have the extra hour's travel to the south coast. 


Earlier this month more than 350 exhibitors at the International 
Toy Fair at Harrogate estimated that the 1961 orders might well 
exceed the £5 million worth of business transacted at the 1960 Inter- 
national Fair. From reports gleaned at the London Fair, three days 
after its opening on January 30 — it closed on February 3 — there was 
every indication that the 1961 orders would exceed those of last year. 

Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of Trade visited 
the Fair and declared it open. He said that the growth of the British 
Toy industry since the war had been ‘quite remarkable’. Toy sales 
were now ten times what they were before the war and had reached 
something like £40 million a year of which about £9 million repre- 
sented exports. Some firms were selling British toys to more than 100 


countries. A great deal of this export business was done by very small 
firms. 


Mr. Maudling said he thought that the industry’s success was due 
to the new ideas which British manufacturers were producing and 
these new ideas and the consistent quality of the products were 
responsible for the success of British toys abroad. The evidence of 
the industry’s confidence in the future was shown by the scale of the 
exhibition and by the way it was mounted. The toy industry was a 
very happy one because it was engaged in giving enjoyment to people, 
not only to the children but also to the adults. 

Toys are always fascinating whatever age a person may be. No buyer 
making his rounds of the various exhibits could fail to be attracted 
by Mettoy Ltd.’s model of the ‘Oxbridge Hospital’ which is featured 
in television’s ‘Emergency Ward 10’. The three-storeyed model 
incorporated operating theatres with oxygen cylinders, drips, nurses, 
surgeons and, of course, the operating table. Other nurses and 
doctors in wards and on the sun-roof tend patients — bed-ridden, 
convalescent, ambulant, on crutches and in wheelchairs. In order to 
produce an absolutely correct display the manufacturers consulted a 


hospital matron and a hand-book with First-Aid tips accompanies the 
outfit. 


Another outfit which owes its life to television is ‘Fort Cheyenne’ 
Indians on horseback are attacking the fort resisted by the ‘7th 
Cavalry U.S. Army’ whose cannons guard a covered waggon. 


Mechanically operated vehicles are undoubtedly a popular toy 
whether a person is young or old. An addition to the Corgi range of 
toys was the Bentley Continental featuring sprung suspension, 
finger-tip steering, plated grill and bumpers, ‘lights’ faceted to twinkle, 
and a boot that opens to reveal the removable spare wheel. Plastic 
kits for garages and motoring organization ‘call-boxes’ are being 
added to the range. 

Chad Valley featured all the thrills of real soccer with their newly 
invented game of ‘jet football’. Worked on a pneumatic principle 


realistic matches can be played by either two players or the whole 
family can join in the fun. 


For the nursery, British soft toys are now being made not only 
hygienic but almost feather light. Shown for the first time at the 
British Toy Fair were toys standing 12 inches yet weighing only four 
ounces. These were displayed by Merton Toys Ltd., of Letchworth, 
Hants. 

American buyers particularly have shown great interest in the 
British Artware range of play-suits uniforms and cowboy suits. 
The firm showed new designs of cowboy suits not previously seen in 
this country, and they are confident of large overseas sales of these 
suits. Lincoln International (London) Ltd., showed a range of toys

designed primarily for boys, and of great interest was the Junior 


engineering sets with girders, nuts and bolts, spanners, and wheels 
and all in plastic. 


The tremendous enthusiasm today for model highways and railways 
was catered for by B. J. Ward Ltd., who showed ‘0’ and ‘00’ gauge 
tunnels and trackside equipment and small figures and other features 
for the highways. A new line was the ‘Light Up Kit’ of four pea bulbs 
and flex which can be used not only on model railways, but on cars, 
aircraft, boats and dolls houses. 


Toys with an educational slant were much in evidence at this year’s 
fair. The Atlas handicrafts kits provided cut-outs for making colourful 
felt posies; tinfoil silhouette pictures on glass can be made with the 
Craftkit ‘Picturette’ kits. Of practical value were the ‘Mosaitry 
House-name kits’ for making weather-proof house name signs from 
marble chippings framed in cedar. Any name can be made from the 
four styles of alphabet provided in each kit. 


The Caldo group of companies produced the ‘ABC’ picture cubes 
and non-inflammable Christmas trees, fairy-light sets, tinsel products 
and highly decorated and novelty Christmas tree ornaments. 


Minibrix Ltd., showed for the first time a miniature go-kart 
which looked and sounded just like the real thing. Its name — the 
Mini-Kart. The model is pedal-propelled, but the realism demanded 
by most youngster has been incorporated with the ‘pop-pop’ sound of 
a two-stroke engine emanating from the rear of the vehicle. 


Raleigh Industries showed a new range of baby cycle and tricycles. 
The machines have been designed so that children can obtain over a 
period of years the confidence and ability before taking to the roads on 
junior or adult sized cycles. The firm regard development of overseas 
markets for these machines of utmost importance. 


In addition to the exhibition at the three Marble Arch Hotels, a 
number of manufacturers held private displays around other parts of 


London — in the Haymarket, Victoria, Berkeley Square and Russell 
Square. 


Swedish Furniture on Show 
in London 


CONNOISSEURS of fine modern furniture will have found much to 
interest them at the Swedish Furniture Trade Fair, held from 
Wednesday to Saturday last week at the Central Hall, Westminster. 


This exhibition, which was open to the trade only, marked the 
opening of the ‘Sweden Comes to Britain 1961-62’ campaign, which 
is sponsored by the General Export Association of Sweden, and 
aims to expand the market for Swedish goods in Britain. It is the 
result of agreement between the two countries, as fellow-members 


of the European Free Trade Area, to reduce tariffs and improve 
mutual trade. 


At the Central Hall, twenty-eight of Sweden’s manufacturers 
showed furniture that is at once practical, comfortable and elegant. 
Despite the wealth of materials in general use today, wood is still the 
first choice for Swedish designers. Many of the lazger items were 
made of teak, some combined with woven cane; others, including 


very attractive dining and occasional chairs, of birch, beech, oak 
and ash. 


Wood was used again to great effect for deep frames for decorative 
wall mirrors, lamp holders and even for am occasional lampshade. 


With the coming of the European Free Trade Association prospects 
for a progressive expansion of Anglo-Swedish trade in both directions 
must be considered as very favourable over a wide field, particularly 
in view of the high and still rising Swedish purchasing power. Those 
who desire to take advantage of this stronger-flowing tide are rc- 
minded of the existence of the Swedish Chamber of Commerce for 
the United Kingdom, whose primary objective it is to promote 
the interchange of goods and services between Great Britain and 
Sweden. Inquiries are also welcomed by the British-Swedish Chamber 
of Commerce in Stockholm.

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Over Two Hundred Exhibitors at the 1961 Furniture Fair 


EACH YEAR since its inauguration the exhibition presented by the 
British Furniture Manufacturers’ Federated Associations has grown 
in size. This year’s show at Earls Court, London, occupies some 
11 acres and has attracted no less than 237 exhibitors. 


The exhibition was opened on Wednesday by Mr. Christopher 
Chataway, M.P. and will close tomorrow. Visitors to Earls Court 
will find all the latest products of the furnishing trades displayed 
under a lighted canopy of warm yellows and orange in a striking 
setting that has again been designed by Misha Black in collaboration 
with John Buckland. This year’s theme, ‘Furnishing for the Family’, 
is developed by several features of unusual public interest, each of 
which has been designed to provide a practical answer to a particular 
problem encountered by many families today. 


The principal feature has been given the title of “The Growing 
Home.’ It shows a series of room settings arranged to demonstrate 
how the furnishings, decoration and planning of a home can be 
varied to suit the changing needs of a family over some 23 years. 
There are information points at each end of the ‘rooms’ where 
visitors can obtain full details of everything contained in them. 


A series of ideas for four different types of kitchens each designed 
to meet an individual requirement has been presented by the Council 
of Industrial Design. One of these provides accommodation for a 
family of six living in the country. Another has been devised to fit 
into the confined space of a small flat in a converted house. A third 
shows a kitchen for an open-plan town house which contains a 
breakfast bar to seat a family of four. The fourth, also for a family 
of four, is in ‘parlour style,’ planned for sitting as well as dining. 
All the furniture and furnishings in this display have been selected 
from Design Index, the photographic and sample record of well- 
designed British goods at The Design Centre, Haymarket, London. 


Another problem frequently encountered today has been answered 
by a display presented by the magazine ‘Homes and Gardens.’ This 
is a beautifully made scale model showing how best to cater for the 
needs of three generations living together in the same house. Another 
magazine, ‘Home,’ has presented an arresting display showing how 
the mood of a room can be entirely changed to suit different occasions 
by the use of changing lights. In this exhibit, the lighting system, 
thrown on walls and at floor level, has been arranged in phases which 


can come up to full intensity for 15 seconds and then dim down 
again to make way for the next phase. 


In general, the trend in individual furniture designs this year is 
towards larger pieces. There are sideboards as broad as 7 ft.; long 
and low tables; ‘kingsize’ beds of six, seven, or even eight feet in 
width. The popularity of convertible couches means larger settees 
in the daytime usually seating three or four in comfort. Chromium 
plated skid legs for easy movement are a new idea in settees and chairs 
shown this year, and there are more glass fibre chairs, some swivelling, 
others with removable covers for cleaning. The use of plastics is much 
in evidence, particularly for upholstery and furniture surfaces. 


In contrast to the western decor, a Japanese garden occupies the 
centre of the main hall. This glimpse of the east is echoed on the 
first floor where there is a Japanese reception and tea house furnished 
in traditional style. 


Home-produced Materials 


The British furniture industry is concentrating on the more 
effective use of existing and home-produced materials, rather than 
imported materials. Expenditure on joint research by the industry 
has greatly increased in recent years. Productivity has more than 
doubled in the last ten years, and there are now about 1,800 British 
furniture firms employing some 100,000 men and women in the 
industry—excluding those employed in the retail sales side. 


As a contribution towards increasing the industry’s export effort, 
the West of*England Export Group has been formed and was 
officially inaugurated by Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of 
Trade, on February 8. This Export Group consists of eight small 
and medium-sized firms who have pooled their experience in order 
to sell their products overseas. The Group has already received a 
substantial order from Trinidad. 


In his inaugural address to the trade, Mr. C. A. Lakin, President 
of the British Furniture Manufacturers’ Association, referred to the 
difficulties that the industry had encountered following the intro- 
duction of hire-purchase restrictions. Nevertheless, he pointed out 
that the interest shown by firms overseas in British furniture was 
reflected in the number of foreign visits to the exhibition, which are 
expected this year to be greater than ever before.

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Performing Right Tribunal 





Short Particulars of Decision Regarding 
Barrington Electronics Ltd. 


THE PERFORMING RIGHT SOCIETY Limited have made a scheme 


which they call “Tariff for performances by means of coin-operated 
machines for playing recorded music, including those commonly 
known as juke boxes’. 

Barrington Electronics Limited, a private limited company, which 
operates approximately 100 juke boxes almost all carrying only 
‘0 records each, referred that scheme to the Tribunal (see Board of 
Trade Journal, November 11, 1960, page 1154). Their substantial 
Hyection was that the scheme was unfair in that it failed to charge 
ess to operators of juke boxes carrying no more than 30 records as 
ompered with the charges made to operators of larger machines 
carrying as many as 100 records. 

Further objections were also raised by Phonograph Operators’ 
Association Limited, which was joined in the reference as an 
‘Interested party’. This association claims to represent between 60 and 
70 per cent. of all the operators of juke boxes in the country. It com- 
plained that the fees prescribed in the tariff were excessive and 
arbitrarily assessed, that the prescribed differentiation of charges 
according to the charge made by the operator for each play was 
unreasonable, and that the discrepancy between the fees demanded 
by the Performing Right Society Limited and those separately 
required by another association for causing a sound recording to be 
heard in public was unjustifiable. The association, moreover, urged the 
adoption of counter-proposals of its own. These were that the tariff 
should be scaled to the weekly cost of replacing a fixed numbe1 of 
records by applying to the basic figure so calculated the percentage 
laid down by statute (Copyright Act, 1956, s. 8 (2)) as that to be 
applied to the retail cost of a gramophone record in arriving at the 
proper royalty payable to the owner of the copyright. The Tribunal 
rejected each of the foregoing objections, and also the counter- 
proposals. 

As to the odjection raised by Barrington Electronics Limited, the 
‘Tribunal found it impracticable to meet this by reason of the great 
diversity in the record-carrying capacity of machines in common use, 
and of the considerable variety of circumstances in which such 
machines are installed and operated. Furthermore, Barrington Elec- 
tronics Limited, as operators of machines which are almost exclusively 
of a single and obsolescent type, presented an exceptional case which 
did not justify any adaptation of the scheme under consideration so as 
to meet their peculiar requirements. 


The counter-proposals of Phonograph Operators’ Association 
Limited were held to have been based on the fallacy that the weekly 
cost of replacing discs was the outstanding factor common to all 
operators, and also on a misapplication of the supposed analogy of the 
Statutory percentage. 


Similarly, the complaint that there was a serious discrepancy 
between the fees charges in respect of the performing rights in a 
musical work and those in sound recordings was held to be ill- 
founded. In neither case had the owner of the copyright any say in the 
fees charged by the other, and there was accordingly no reason why 
the tariff of either should be binding on or affect the other’s fees, 
which ought to be assessed on their independent merits. 


In so assessing the fees, the Tribunal followed the principle which 
it had applied in the earlier reference of Scottish Ballroom Association 
Limited (PRT. 1/58), that is to say, that where there is evidence 
available of an agreement freely negotiated between a willing buyer of 
a performing right, regarded as a commodity, and a willing seller, 
the price so agreed amounts, as at the date of such agreement, to 
evidence of the proper value of that night. 


The Tribunal found as a fact that such an agreement did exist. It 
had been made in or about March 1958 between the Performing Right 
Society Limited and Phonograph Operators’ Association Limited. 
The Tribunal was satisfied that the agreement had been freely 
negotiated and that there had been no substantial change of circum- 
stances since its date. 


The agreement was substantially in the terms of the scheme before 
the Tribunal, which (subject to a minor variation designed to protect 
an operator withdrawing a machine from service during a licence 
year) was accordingly confirmed. A copy of the Decision may be 
inspected at the offices of the Tribunal during office hours.

Customs Declarations for Postal 
Parcels 


IN VIEW of the volume of traffic by parcel post and the inconvenience 
of completing several copies of customs declarations the number of 
copies varying according to the parcel’s foreign destination, the 
Customs Co-operation Council in Brussels have explored the 
possibility of reducing the number of copies required to the minium, 
and of waiving the requirement altogether in respect of postal parcels 
in transit. 


As a result, with the exception of one country, Member countries 
of the Council no longer require more than two copies of the customs 
declaration for parcels imported into their territory. 


Only two countries now require more than one copy of the 
declaration for domestic use on the despatch of parcels to foreign 
destinations, many countries not requiring any. Only one member 
country now requires a copy of the declaration in respect of parcels 
passing in transit through its territory in closed mails en route to 
their country of destination. Details are given in the appended 
table.

‘Trading with the Seven’

27, page 192). The Export Convention was organized by the Express 
and Star in collaboration with the Wolverhampton Chamber of 
Commerce. 
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Many Foreign Exhibitors at Britain’s Biggest Gift Fair 


‘THERE WAS A large attendance, not only of overseas visitors but of 
overseas exhibitors, at the 12thjInternational Gifts and Fancy Fair 
which was opened by H.R.H. The Princess Royal on January 30 
(until February 3) at the Winter Garden and other premises in 
Blackpool. The 1961 fair was the biggest yet, covering nearly 400,000 
square feet with over 1,000 exhibitors. 


From London some 400 firms exhibited products which included 
handbags, leather goods, toilet sets, smokers’ requisites. From Stoke 
and Staffordshire were nearly 100 British firms manufacturing glass, 
fine china and pottery. Birmingham was represented by over 60 firms, 
most of whom manufacture jewellery, brass and copperware and table 
plateware. Sheffield had 23 firms, the majority of whom were manu- 
facturers of cutlery. 


Many overseas manufacturers were represented at the Fair, either 
directly or through their British agents. Among new products, dis- 
played were glass, wood and metalware from Scandinavia, ceramics 
and pottery from Italy, Portugal and China, leather work and handbags 
from Florence and Morocco, Venetian glassware, wrought-ironwork 
from Spain, plastic flowers from France, carvings, trays and decorated 
cutlery from India, wood carvings and gift products from Bulgaria 
and brilliantly-lacquered, hand-painted papier-mache caskets and 
hand carved figurines from Russia. 


Exports, which in 1950 were small, had risen to £40 million by 1955. 
Each year sees an impressive increase in exports and the current 
estimated figure is £100 million annually. This estimate is based on 
the current Trade and Navigation accounts, to which is added the 
vast volume of overseas trade from Britain by parcel post, which is 
not recorded in the official figures. 


During the week of the 1960 Fair, 25,000 buyers, including 4,000- 
5,000 from some 40 overseas countries placed orders each day worth 
between {14 and {2 million. This year there were between 5,000 and 
6,000 overseas buyers. They came from the United States, Canada, 
Sweden, Holland, Denmark, France, Switzerland, Belgium, Italy, 
West Germany, Southern Rhodesia, South Africa, Australia, New 
Zealand, Middle East and North Africa. 


Special facilities including a team of guides and interpreters were 
provided to help these overseas visitors. For the benefit of both British

exhibitors and overseas buyers, the Board of Trade had an Information 
Stand, as well as the Export Credits Guarantee Department. 


During September, 1960, Mr. Elkan Simons, Chairman of the Fair, 
and his colleagues toured Sweden, Denmark, Norway and France, 
meeting manufacturers and importers, to tell them about the British 
Gifts Industry and the scope of the Fair as a world’s shop window for 
this type of merchandise and in a speech of welcome he said: 


“Recently our Prime Minister and his colleagues urged the small and 
medium-sized firms of Britain to be export conscious. I should like to 
tell the Prime Minister that we of Britain’s Gifts Industry have always 
been export conscious. With the help and advice of the Board of 
Trade and the Export Credits Guarantee Department, who have 


stands at the Fair, export information is freely available to all our 
exhibitors. 


‘Exporting is very hard work, and let no-one imagine otherwise. 
For a small company, or an industry composed of small companies, 
it is doubly difficult, but indeed it is very rewarding. 


“We welcome of course the Government’s interest in our export 
problem. We need advice and active help to channel the very real 


contribution which Britain’s Gifts Industry can make to our export 
drive. 


‘We should not overlook the fact that we have and are receiving great 
help from the Board of Trade and from the British Commercial Attaches 
overseas, and we are most grateful. However, there has never been 
forthcoming from the Government a co-ordinated drive or an overall 
plan for the industry. We have attempted to make up for this lack on 
our own. As a series of small companies we can do little, but as a 
group we can be a creative export force. We have gone ourselves to our 
potential overseas market, and used the medium of the Fair to attract 
attention to the products of our various exhibitors. 


"This year my colleagues and I have visited Stockholm, Oslo, 
Copenhagen and Paris to meet store buyers, importers and manufac- 
turers and we found everywhere great interest in the Fair. Indeed 
this is reflected in the increased number of overseas visitors who will 
be coming to the Fair this year. 


"We are now thinking of forming our own Export Promotion 
Council, and I am confident that our plans will reach fruition in the 
near future, we hope very much that in the coming year we shall not 
only re-visit Scandinavia, but also other European countries, and 
we hope to send a Trade Mission to Canada and America to survey 
the market prospects there, and to arrange for British manufacturers 


soon to stage selling displays of their products in American and 
Canadian cities. 


‘I must emphasize, however, that we do not rely on this Fair alone 
to sell overseas. For four years now many of our exhibitors have 
participated in the Frankfurt Fair, and later next month I shall be 
going to Frankfurt to give them what help I can. Next year we plan to 
have a British Giftware Exhibition in Stockholm. So you can see that 
we have not only listened to the Prime Minister, but we have actively 
and vigorously been engaged in our own export drive for a number 
of years now, and we intend to expand and increase this effort.’ 


Exhibitors reported the following overseas orders: Mr. Osvaldo 
Valezano, wholesale buyer from Turin, placed an order for over 
£3,009 for English glass and china; Mr. Ben Abbott from Toronto 
bought £5,000 worth of tea services from Ellgreave Pottery Co. Ltd., 
Stoke-on-Trent; Mr. Lu Sikorski, New Brunswick, ordered $36,000 
worth of merchandise from 12 exhibitors for sale in his gift store. 
One of these orders included $4,800 for wrought iron, crystal 
glass lanterns from House of Peter Marsh Ltd. 


Against this encouraging background the report published 
opposite, received within the last few days from one of H.M. 
Commercial Officers overseas, should be of special interest 
to the British giftware industry. 
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An $8 Million Market for Giftware in California 


by Alan Elgar, H.M. Consul (Commercial), Los Angeles 


‘How MUCH is that beautiful shield?’ questioned a determined 
lady buyer within minutes of the opening of the 52nd California 
Gift Show. We had to explain that it was not for sale: that it was 
the Royal coat of arms and the official insignia of the British Trade 
Exhibit organized and arranged by the commercial department of the 
British Consulate-General in Los Angeles. The buyer was dis- 
appointed but quickly regained her interest as she began to examine 
some of the British-made leather goods, chinaware, paper products, 
toys, silver, cutlery, brass and copper ware on display. 


The decision to mount a British Trade Exhibit at the California 
Gift Show (January 22-27, 1961) was taken in order to help United 
Kingdom giftware manufacturers increase their share of a very 
active market. Although exact figures are not available, since gift- 
ware covers such a tremendous variety of products, it has been 
estimated that approximately $2-5 million worth of orders were taken 
during the six days the Show was open. As the show is held twice 
a year and as these figures do not include sales to the larger buyers, 
such as department stores, the total giftware market in this part of 
the United States must be worth $8 million or more. This is a 
sizeable prize which has attracted the attention of exporters from 
all over the world. 


The Japanese, Italians and West Germans are particularly active. 
British-made products are by no means unknown but there is still 
room for expansion especially on the part of firms with new products 
or novel designs. Every single buyer visiting the Show was on the 
look-out for something different; that is why the Royal coat of arms 
aroused so much interest. 

The sole object of the British Trade Exhibit was to bring to the 
attention of the trade some British products hitherto unknown on 
the Pacific coast with a view to making permanent import arrange- 
ments for them at a later date. In this, the Exhibit proved highly 
successful even though the current American business recession 
caused buyers to hold back and made all sections of the giftware 
trade more cautious than usual. 

Space does not allow me to mention by name all the British firms 
who co-operated with us in this project. But we are nonetheless 
grateful for their support. The British Trade Exhibit was the first 
ever government-industry display to be presented at the California 
Gift Show and attracted all the more attention for this reason. 
Although not specially selected, the quality of the goods displayed 
was remarkably high and earned generous praise from visitors. 

It was apparent that ‘quality’ and ‘Made in Britain’ are still 
synonymous in the minds of the majority of buyers. When this 
quality is allied to novelty of design, the result is often unbeatable. 
Price is, of course, important and usually decisive when the product 
is in direct competition with domestic or foreign goods; but the 
more important factor is novelty. This cannot be emphasized too 
strongly. And it must also be emphasized that the search for novelty 
is a continuous process: what is new today is old tomorrow. 


There are, of course, a number of designs and patterns that are 
in steady demand from year to year, but these are the exceptions 
rather than the rule and should not blind manufacturers to the 
need for keeping up with the market, and, if possible, being one jump 
ahead of it. 

The California Gift Show held in Los Angeles in January and 
July each year is the largest and most important event of its kind 
on the Pacific coast and attracts over 8,000 buyers from all over the 
eleven Western States and Alaska.

Since there is not any one building in Los Angeles large enough 
to accommodate it, the Gift Show is presented in four locations: 
the Ambassador and Biltmore hotels, the Brack Shops and the 
Merchandise Mart. A buyer visiting all of the 575 exhibitors would 
walk more than six miles! Most sales at the Show are to the smaller 
gift shops which abound in California, and while individual orders 
may not be large, the sum total is impressive. 

Some foreign manufacturers try to seli to these shops direct, but 
this is not usually to be recommended as the owners are seldom 
willing to import direct or to engage in correspondence. For this 
reason, the services of a good agent or distributor are essential. If 
you, as a manufacturer, are interested in this market, why not ask 
the Export Services Branch of the Board of Trade to help you get 
established?

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Prices, Terms of Trade and Volume Index Numbers for 
January to June, 1960 


Tue Board of Trade Journal of November 11, 1960, pages i-xv, 
carried an article describing the main developments in the pattern of 
sterling area trade in the first half of last year. The present article, 
also one of a regular series, attempts to show how far the changes 


were due to price movements and how far to changes in the volume of 
trade. 


The rapid rate of increase in the value of total exports from sterling 
countries evident throughout most of 1959 came to an end in the first 
half of 1960; allowing roughly for seasonal variations there was 
probably little change between the first and second quarters of last 
year. This check in the expansion of sterling area exports was most 
marked in United Kingdom shipments which fell slightly in the second 
quarter, those of the overseas sterling countries were at about the 
same level as in the first quarter. Nevertheless the value of sterling 
area exports in the first half of 1960 was about 13 per cent. higher 
than a year earlier. Exports to non-sterling countries were up by 
15 per cent., the greater increase being in overseas sterling countries’ 
exports to non-sterling countries which were 18 per cent. more than 
in the first half of 1959. United Kingdom exports to non-sterling 
destinations were up by 12 per cent. These higher levels of trade were 
mainly due to volume increases although the average value of over- 
seas sterling exports to non-sterling countries were about 7 per cent 
higher than a year earlier: United Kingdom export prices were up by 
only about 2 per cent. 


Imports into both the United Kingdom and the overseas sterling 
area continued to increase in the first half of 1960. Total sterling area 
imports were 16 per cent. higher in value than a year earlier and again 
imports from the non-sterling area showed a greater increase (20 per

cent.). Imports into the overseas sterling area from non-sterling 
countries increased by 17 per cent., about the same rate of increase as 
in the area’s exports to non-sterling countries, but while almost 
half of the increase in exports was due to price rise, the increase in 
imports was almost entirely a volume change, import prices were 
only about 2 per cent. higher than in the first half of 1959. The value 
of United Kingdom imports from non-sterling sources increased by 
24 per cent., also almost wholly a volume increase — prices were up by 
only 1 per cent. 


Trade with Non-Sterling Countries 
Prices 


Sterling area export prices which had increased by 5 per cent. 
during 1959 from the low level of end 1958, showed no further rise 
in the first half of 1960 when they were on average some 4 per cent. 
higher than in the first six months of 1959. Export prices of the over- 
seas sterling area remained at the level of the last quarter of 1959 
but were 7 per cent. higher than in the first half of 1959; United King- 
dom export prices increased slightly, and in the first six months of 
1960 were 2 per cent. higher than a year earlier. Despite the overall 
firmness of overseas sterling countries’ export prices in early 1960 
they were still 5 per cent. lower than in 1957, and prices of many 
commodities were falling. Higher prices for rubber and wool were 
mainly responsible for the rise in the total export price index of 
the overseas sterling area compared with the first half of 1959; the 
average values of exports of sisal and fish increased substantially, 
copper prices were up by about 9 per cent. and there were small 
increases in tea, cotton and hides and skins. The average values of most of 
the other major commodities were lower in the first half of 1960 
than in the comparable period of 1959; the fall of 20 per cent 
in exports prices of cocoa had the most damping effect on the index. 


Average prices of irnports into the whole of the sterling area from 
non-sterling sources in the first half of 1960 fell slightly from the 
level reached in the last quarter of 1959 and were no more than about 
2 per cent. higher than in the first six months of 1959. This small 
fall from end 1959 levels in sterling area import prices was due to the 
decline in the average value of United Kingdom imports, prices of 
overseas sterling area imports increased slightly. Compared with a 
year earlier, however, United Kingdom and overseas sterling area 
import prices were showing much the same sort of increase. The 
slight decline in United Kingdom import prices after the last quarter 
of 1959 was due to the fall in the average value of imports of foodstuffs, 
noticeably dairy products. 


The higher level of prices of goods imported from industrial 
countries was largely responsible for the small rise in the overseas 
sterling countries’ total import price index. Although about 4 per cent. 
higher than in the first half of 1959 the prices of imports from non- 


sterling O.E.E.C. countries were still below the levels of the first 
half of 1958. 


Terms of Trade 


The slight rise in United Kingdom export prices accompanied by a 
small fall in import prices in the first half of 1960 resulted in an 
improvement in the terms of trade compared with the last quarter of 
1959, but compared with the first half of 1959 they were unchanged. 

The overseas sterling area price indices moved differently from 
those of the United Kingdom; after the last quarter of 1959 import 
prices increased slightly whilst export prices ceased to rise, conse- 
quently the terms of trade worsened slightly compared with the 
fourth quarter of 1959, but nevertheless were much more favourable 
than at any other time in 1958 or 1959. 


As a result of these small divergent movements in the terms of 
trade in the first half of 1960, an improvement for the United King- 
dom and a worsening for the overseas sterling area, the terms of trade

of the sterling area as a whole with non-sterling countries were 
unchanged from the last quarter of 1959, although more favourable 
than in the first half of 1959. 


This contrasts with the position in the second half of 1959, when the 
improvement in total sterling area terms of trade was due to the 
overseas sterling countries with a slight worsening in the United 
Kingdom terms of trade. 


Volume of Trade 


The expansion in the volume of exports from the sterling area to 
non-sterling countries which had been marked since the first quarter 
of 1959 slowed down in the first half of 1960: allowing roughly 
for seasonal variations the volume of exports in the second quarter 
of 1960 was no higher than in the first quarter. United Kingdom 
exports fell slightly between the first and second quarters and those 
of the overseas sterling area were little changed. Compared with a year 
earlier, however, the volume of sterling area exports to non-sterling 
countries in the first half of 1960 was up by 10 per cent. Both the 
United Kingdom and the overseas sterling countries’ exports in- 
creased by this proportion. Increased quantities of cocoa, copper, 
cotton and wool were the major contributors to the rise in the overseas 
sterling countries’ export volume index, but most other commodities 
were showing marked increases »n a year earlier. The major exceptions 
to the generally higher volume of exports were rubber, meat and 
vegetable oils, oilseeds and nuts. 


The volume of imports into the sterling area from non-sterling 
countries continued to increase and in the first half of 1960 was 18 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier. Imports iato the United Kingdom 
from non-sterling countries were up by about 22 per cent. and the 
volume of imports into the overseas sterling area was 15 per cent. 
higher than in the first half of 1959. The volume of imports into the 
overseas sterling countries from the non-sterling O.E.E.C. countries 
was also about 15 per cent. more than a year earlier and imports from 
the United States were up by about 13 per cent. Imports from Japan 
rose by more than 25 per cent., and the volume of imports from other 
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non-sterling countries as a group was about 15 per cent. above the 
low level of a year earlier. 


Trade of the Overseas Sterling Area with all Countries 


The value of imports into the overseas sterling area from all sources, 
including other sterling countries, was 15 per cent. higher in the first 
half of 1960 than a year earlier. The increase of 17 per cent. in imports 
from non-sterling sources was accompanied by lower rates of increase 
of 12 and 15 per cent. respectively in imports from the United King- 
dom and other sterling countries. The higher level of total imports in 
the first half of 1960 was very largely due to the increased volume of 
trade, import prices were only about 2 per cent. more than in the first 
half of 1959. 

Exports, by value, from the overseas sterling area to all countries 
were 14 per cent. higher in the first half of 1960 than a year earlier. 
Increases of 18 per cent. in exports to non-sterling countries and of 
17 per cent. in exports to sterling countries other than the United 
Kingdom were damped down by a lower rate of increase, 8 per cent., 
in exports to the United Kingdom. Average prices of overseas sterling 
countries, exports to all countries were only about 5 per cent. higher 
in January-June, 1960, than a year earlier, a smaller increase than for 
exports to non-sterling countries which were 7 per cent. higher. In 
1959 the positions had been reversed with total overseas sterling 
exports up by 5 per cent. in price while those to non-sterling countries 
showed only a 2 per cent. price rise on average. 


Construction of Index Numbers in Tables II and III 


The term ‘prices’ as used in these indices means the unit values 
of various commodities or sectors of imports and exports as recorded 
in trade returns. The ‘price’ indices are weighted according to a fixed 
pattern of trade, that of 1953, for each commodity or sector, and the 
complementary volume index numbers are consequently currently 
weighted. The index numbers of import prices for the United King- 
dom are calculated from the trade statistics of this country but for 
imports into the rest of the sterling area, prices for some two-thirds 
of the trade are obtained from price indicators of the exports of the 
trading partners of these countries. This leads to differences in the 
timing of assumed import prices in the short period and hence the 
terms of trade and import volume index derived from them are 
distorted a little for the rest of the sterling area and to a lesser degree 
for the sterling area as a whole. There are also problems of valuation, 
especially the omission of freight, but there would be valuation differ- 
ences even if the index numbers were based wholly on the trade 
statistics of sterling countries. 


The index numbers of export prices for the United Kingdom and 
the rest of the sterling area are calculated from trade statistics of the 
countries themselves and cover re-exports as well as domestic produce. 
The commodities used in the compilation for the rest of the sterling 
area represent about 84 per cent. by value of exports from the rest 
of the sterling area to non-sterling destinations in the base year 1953. 


Construction of Index Numbers in Table IV 


The index numbers of trade between the rest of the sterling area 
and the world in Table IV differ from the series shown in Tables 
II and III principally in the inclusions of the inter-trade of the rest 
of the sterling area, and of the area’s trade with the United Kingdom. 
Value index numbers relate to the values of total rest of sterling area 
imports and total exports as recorded in Table 4 of the Sterling Area 
Trade Summary (see Board of Trade Journal, May 13, 1960). The 
export index numbers exclude oil exported from Iraq and the Persian 
Gulf States but the series for imports includes deliveries of oil from 
all sources. The price index numbers are essentially unit value series 
base weighted by the pattern of total imports or exports of the rest 
of the sterling area in 1953. The volume indices are derived by 
dividing the unit value index of imports and exports into the appro- 
priate value index and are consequently weighted by current prices. 


The index of export prices is constructed by combining the export 
unit value index numbers of 21 individual sterling countries in pro- 
portion to the value of their exports in 1953; these countries accounted 
for 95 per cent. of the rest of the sterling area exports in the base 
year. The price index of the rest of the sterling area imports is 
compiled by combining the three following series (based mainly on 
exports to the rest of the sterling area) in proportion to the value of

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Questions in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and 
answered in Parliament. 


Thursday February 2 


Russian Imports of British Knitwear 


A member asked Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board of 
Trade if he was aware that Russian importers of British knitwear had 
expressed dissatisfaction at the quality of the goods delivered; how 
those orders were placed; whether the responsible trade organizations 
were consulted; what control was exercised over the quality; what in- 
vestigations he had made into these complaints; and if he would make 
a Statement. 


Replying, he said: ‘On reading of these Russian complaints I made 
detailed inquiries. The Russian purchasing organization ordered the 
goods concerned from suppliers of their own choosing. I understand 
that only a very small proportion of the total supplies has been the 
subject of complaints, and that claims have been settled to the com- 
plete satisfaction of the Russians.’ 


Government Services to Exporters 


In reply to a question about what new steps H. M. Government 
proposed to take to encourage and facilitate exports, Mr. Maudling 
said that we were constantly improving the range and quality of 
the services provided for British exporters. This was a continuous 
process. 

Another member asked what special Government organizations 
were now helping firms to increase their exports. 

In reply Mr. Maudling said: ‘At home, the department principally 
concerned is the Board of Trade, including the Export Credits 
Guarantee Department, which, through London and regional offices, 
provides a wide range of services designed to help the individual 
exporter. The Central Office of Information also help with publicity. 
Abroad, there are two hundred Government posts providing com- 
mercial information services to exporters. I am sending my hon. 
friend a copy of the Guide to British Government Services for 
Exporters.’ 


Expansion of Motor Industry in Scotland 


Asked if he would make a statement on the effect which the present 
recession in the motor industry was having on his plans for the 
expansion in Scotland, Mr. Maudling replied: 

‘As far as I am aware, the plans of the motor industry for production 
in Scotland have not been affected by the present recession in demand. 
I am continuing to encourage industry to go to those parts of Scotland 
which have high unemployment.’ 


Motor Industry 


Mr. Maudling was asked what recent steps he had taken, and what 
further steps he proposed to take, to resolve the industrial and eco- 
nomic problems out of which difficulties had arisen in view of the finan- 
cial loss to the United Kingdom and distress caused by the redundancy, 
short-time working and suspensions of workers in the motor industry 
and its associated industries. 

In reply he said that the main cause of the difficulties in the motor 
industry had been the decline of exports of cars, especially to North

the rest of the sterling area imports from the three sectors in 1953: 
(i) Rest of the sterling area import prices from the non-sterling 
area (as given in Table I); 
(ii) United Kingdom export prices to the rest of the sterling area; 
(iii) A specially compiled price indicator of rest of the sterling area 
inter-trade. 
The comments on valuation and timing in the notes on sterling 
area/non-sterling index numbers apply equally to this import price 
index. 
Further particulars of the methods of constructing these index 
numbers may be obtained from the Director of Statistics, Board of 
Trade, Lacon House, Theobalds Road, London, W.C.1. 
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America. The extension of the maximum repayment period under the 
hire purchase regulations from two to three years, announced last 
week, should give the industry some help in the home market. 


British Trade Fair in Moscow 


Asked whether he would arrange for a British week, or weeks, of 
activities while the British Trade Exhibition was being held in Moscow, 
Mr. Maudling said: ‘While I should be anxious to support any 
suggestion that would increase the commercial value of the Trade 
Fair, I do not believe that the holding of a British Week in Moscow, 
in so far as this would be practicable, would yield any substantial 
results’. 


Pottery Exhibit at Moscow Trade Fair 


Replying to another member on whether he would arrange for a large 
pottery exhibit in the British Trade Exhibition in Moscow showing 
pottery being decorated, and an exhibition of reinforced plastics and 
patternmaking being carried out for all requirements in the industry, 
the patterns being made of glass fibre reinforced plastics, Mr. Maud- 
ling said: 

‘No, Sir. My department’s exhibit at the British Trade Fair in 
Moscow will be a general display of recent British scientific and tech- 
nical achievement. Its construction has already begun and it is not now 
possible to change its form.’ 


British Film Studio Closures 


Mr. Maudling was asked if he would publish a list of British film 
studios which had been closed in the last 10 years, and give an estimate 
of the extent to which, in terms of studio space, those closures had 
reduced the film industry’s production capacity. 

In reply he said that there had been additions to studio capacity 
as well as closures during the period concerned. The net effect had

been to reduce floor space available for cinematograph film-making 
by about one-third. 


Imports from the United States 


Asked what action he would take to control inessential imports 
from the United States of America in order to protect United Kingdom 
gold and dollar reserves, Mr. Maudling replied that he did not consider 
that the restriction of imports would strengthen either our economy 
or our currency 


Assistance to British Trade Fair in Moscow 


Mr. Maudling was asked what advice or financial assistance was 
being given by H. M. Government, in view of the urgency of obtain- 
ing new markets for United Kingdom export trade, to the organizers 
of the British Trade Fair to be held in Moscow in May. 

In reply he said that the advice of the government departments 
concerned and of H. M. _ Embassy in Moscow had been available 
at all times to the o on the many matters on which they 
had consulted us. There had never been any question of their receiving 
financial assistance from public funds. 


Form-Filling by Exporters 

Asked what reduction he was making in the number of forms 
required to be filled in by exporting firms, Mr. Maudling said that he 
kept to the minimum the requirements of his department for security 
and statistical purposes. Most of the forms which exporters had to fill 
in were required not by H. M. Government but for commercial 
purposes or by other governments. 


Exports to Formosa 

Mr. Maudling was asked why imports to the United Kingdom 
from Formosa had increased during the past 12 months whereas 
exports from the United Kingdom to Formosa had decreased; and 
what steps he proposed to take to increase exports to that island. 

Replying, he said that impo1ts from Formosa were admitted freely. 
Exports to Formosa had not decreased but increased from {1-1 
million in 1959 to £1°3 million in 1960. The ordinary facilities of his 
department were available to exporters to Formosa. 


Employment in New Factories 


In reply to a written question about the number of new jobs which 
had been created in the United Kingdom by the completion of new 
factories and extensions during each of the last three years; how many 
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had been created since the passing of the Local Employment Act; 
and how many new jobs were in prospect during 1961, Mr. Maudling 
said that new factories and extensions known to be completed in 
1958, 1959 and 1960 had employment estimated by the firms concerned 
of 71,635, 48,323 and 48,111 respectively. Comparable figures for the 
period since the passing of the Local Employment Act were not yet 
available. It was estimated that 138,275 persons would be employed 
by schemes now known to be under construction. Some of those 
would be completed in 1961. 


Statistics were not available for the United Kingdom as a whole. 
Those figures relate to Great Britain. 


Tuesday February 7 


Scrapping of Cotton Machinery 


The President was asked to state the amount of Treasury funds 
already paid, to date, for the scrapping of machinery under the terms 
of the Cotton Industry Act, 1959; and what was his latest estimate of 
the total cost to the Treasury for the scrapping of machinery under 
this Act. In reply Mr. Maudling said that £8-9 million was paid from 
public funds up to February 3. ‘I cannot yet make a more accurate 
estimate of the total cost than that given in my reply to a question on 
November 30 last, namely, between £12 million and £13 million.’ 


Answering another question concerning cotton the President 
said that the percentage of cotton grey cloth imported into the United 
Kingdom in 1958-59 and 1960 from Hong Kong was 34, 29, and 
18 per cent. respectively. 


Re-equipment Grants in the Cotton Industry 


Asked what the cost to Treasury funds of applications for re- 
equipment grants under the terms of the Cotton Industry Act, 1959, 
already received, assuming they were all fully accepted, and covering 
the first half of the period allowed for the submission of applications, 
Mr. Maudling said: ‘About £5-5m., excluding the small number of 
applications rejected.’ 


Monopolies Commission 
The President said he did not propose to introduce legislation to 
strengthen the Monopolies Commission, in view of the fact that the 


break up of restrictive practices in some cases encouraged the growth 
of monopoly.

Computers for South Africa 


South African Railways, who recently took delivery of an I.C.T 
Type 1202 electronic computer, have now placed orders for three 
more machines of the 1.C.T. 1200 series. The capital value of the 
total order is approximately £200,000. The first machine was installed 
in August, 1960, at Railway Headquarters, Johannesburg, producing 
8,000 salaried pay vouchers in the first month of work. Ultimately 
it will handle the payroll for 28,000 employees. Two other I.C.T. 
1202’s which are to be delivered during 1961, are to carry out similar 
work at Port Elizabeth and East London. 


Structural Steelwork Plants for France and Western Germany 


Boulton & Paul Ltd., have recently obtained orders, worth a total 
of £106,195, for the installation of structural steelwork automatic 
fabricating plants in the works of Cie Francaise d’Enterprises at 
Lauterbourg, France and E:senwerk Friedrich Schroeder, Munich, 
Western Germany. It is stated that these installations will be the first 
of their kind on the Continent. Boulton & Paul have already supplied 
similar automatic fabricating plants to companies in the United States, 
Canada and Austtalia. 

Gas Plant for Australia 


A £1,000,000 contract for the design and construction of a gas 
plant at West Melbourne, Australia, has been placed with Humphreys 
& Glasgow Ltd., of London, the international contracting engineers. 
This was announced in London on January 23, by the chairman of the 
company, through whose Australian office the contract was nego- 
tiated with the Gas and Fuel Corporation. The plant will comprise two 
gas-making sets and will be of the Onia-Gegi cyclic catalytic type. 
it will use heavy oil or refinery gas, and will be the first Australian 
plant of its kind to use heavy oil. When using heavy oil the plant will 
produce 10,000,000 cubic feet of gas per day. When reforming re- 
finery gas, it will have an output of 15,000,000 cubic feet per day. 
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Design work has already begun and it is expected that the plant will 
be completed in about 18 months’ time. The contract is for the 
complete gas plant with all its ancillaries and buildings. Humphreys & 
Glasgow have installed four carburetted water gas plants at the West 
Melbourne Gas Works and now have a contract for their moderniza- 
tion and conversion for thermal reforming of refinery gas. 


Excavators for Pakistan 

Eight NCK-Rapier 605 excavators have been sold to Pakistan for 
use by the Water and Power Development Authority's irrigation 
department. The order, which will be of a value approaching { 200,000, 
was obtained by NCK Rapier Ltd., London, in the face of keen 
international competition. The machines will be made by Newton 
Chambers & Co. Ltd., at their Thorncliffe Works, near Sheffield., 
They will operate as dragline with 14 cu. yd. buckets, and there will 
also be supplied 2 yd. buckets for use chiefly in rehandling operations. 
They will take part in the great schemes tn hand for the fertilization 
of the Punjab. 


Pavers and Rock Crushing Plant for Iran 

Two road surfacing machines and a mobile rock crushing plant 
worth more than £30,000, have been sold to an Iranian contracting 
firm by Frederick Parker Ltd., of Leicester. ‘The company which 
has bought the plants is the Ekbaton Co. They were supplied through 
the Parker agents in Iran, B.O.E.C.C. (Iran) Ltd., and the order was

Britain the Largest Exhibitor 


‘HIS YEAR, Brussels presented to a still strike-conscious public 
‘| a much smaller and more compact Motor Show than hitherto. 
‘The recent Exhibition, the forty-first of the series, was limited to 
private cars and commercial vehicles, their chassis and complete 
engines, caravans and coachwork exhibits; by international agreement, 
cycles, motor cycles and accessories were not displayed. As a result, the 
show occupied only four of the imposing Centennial Halls (compared 
with eight last year), with an additional and now customary separate 
hall reserved exclusively for the vast ‘Ford’ range of vehicles. Owing to 
the strikes, the Show began one week later than originally scheduled, 
and it was thus officially opened on January 18 by Monsieur Van 
der Schueren, Minister for Economic Affairs. 

The absence of cycles, motor cycles and accessories meant that 
more stand space than usual was available in the huge Central Hall, 
and as a result, accommodation was found there for a number of 
car exhibits which had in previous years been housed in less 
prominent and consequently less visited secondary halls. Whilst 
the strikes delayed the opening of the Show, the after effects, with 
the exception of the first two days, did not seem to have influenced 
adversely the number of visitors attending it. After the Show had 
been open for one week visitors numbered substantially more than 
in the previous year, and they were able to inspect eighty odd 
different makes of private cars which, together with more than 
forty different makes of commercial vehicles and a varied array of 
caravans, went to complete this popular Exhibition. The United 
Kingdom contribution in all sectors of the Show was again on a very 
large scale, and of the private cars displayed twenty-four different 
models were of United Kingdom manufacture; of the remainder, 
nineteen were made in the United States, thirteen West German, 
seven each French and Italian, two East German, two Swedish, two 
Czechoslovakian, one Dutch and three Soviet. 


It is now customary for most vehicle manufacturers to reveal 
their new models to the public eye either at intervals during the 
year or at one of the preceding motor shows in Paris, London or 
Turin; consequently Brussels normally has little original or sensa- 
tional to offer. On the other hand, having been accustomed since the 
immediate post-war period to choosing freely from a wide range of 
American and European models, the average Belgian motorist has 
become an increasingly discriminating buyer. It is thus reasonably 
safe to assume that a new model which proves attractive to the Belgian 
buyer and which at the same time stands up well, firstly, to high 
speeds on the autostrade and, secondly, to the rough Belgian cobbles 
is assured of popularity in other less competitive and exacting markets. 


Price Reductions 


The recent Brussels Show ran true to form in that there was little 
to see that had not already been displayed in earlier Shows in Europe, 
but it was significant that substantial reductions in the prices of a 
number of ‘Renault’ and ‘Simca’ models were made immediately 
before the opening of the Show and these reductions followed 
reduced prices by Standard Triumph within the last few months. 
Price reductions of most models in the ‘Opel’ range had also been 
announced earlier, whilst during the Show reductions were made 
in the prices of Ford ‘Consul’ and ‘Zephyr’ models and also in the 
price of some ‘Fiat’ models and of the Czechoslovak ‘Skoda’ saloon, 
the basic price of which was dropped by B. Frs. 3,400 (£24), or 
more than 5 per cent. to B. Frs. 59,500. It is significant that even 
at the previous prices, the Skoda saloon has had a particularly 
successful year in Belgium. 

One newcomer to the Brussels Show was the ‘Innocenti’, a low- 
slung attractive looking Italian built sports car powered with the 
948 c.c. engine and chassis manufactured by Austin of England. 
It is perhaps a pity that the United Kingdom content of this recently 
introduced model was not emphasized on the stand or in the 
catalogues. It will sell at B. Frs. 126,000 or about £900. 

Soviet cars displayed in Brussels for the first time included the 
‘Zaporojetz-Star’, a small two-door, four-seater saloon powered by 
a 750 c.c. V-4 air-cooled aluminium engine. Although the price 
of this model was not disclosed, it was rumoured that it will retail 
for as little as B. Frs. 45,000, or some £320. The ‘Volga’ was another 
Soviet car which attracted a great number of visits — the model 
displayed was equipped with a Perkins ‘Four 99’ 1-6 litre diesel 
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at 1961 Brussels Motor Show

engine which, it is understood, is to be a standard fitting on Belgian 
assembled cars of this make. At B. Frs. 115,000 (£822), the ‘Volga’ 
is the lowest priced diesel powered car on sale in this country. 


A new addition to the ‘Lancia’ range, in the form of the four 
cylinder, four-wheel drive ‘Flavia’, was exhibited at Brussels for the 
first time, whilst on a nearby stand a ‘pick-up’ version of the now 
popular Dutch ‘Daf’ made its debut. During 1960, their first full 
year on the Belgian market, sales of saloon cars of this make reached 
the surprising total of 5,700 and thus earned a place among the 
top-ten best sellers. Several compact models from the United States 
including the Pontiac “[Tempest’, the Mercury ‘Comet’ and their 
counterparts from the Buick and Oldsmobile ranges, were also 
on show to the Belgian public for the first time, whilst new West 
German models making their debut in Brussels included the Ford 
*“Taunus’ and Opel ‘Rekord’. It was announced during the Show 
that arrangements had been completed for the assembly of the 
Porsche ‘Roadster’ in Belgium, using bodies of local manufacture; 
the initial rate of assembly is estimated to be at an approximate 
annual output of some 3,000 cars, most of which will be for export 
to the United States. 


Despite the absence of Alvis and Ford ‘Prefect’ cars from this year’s 
Show, the United Kingdom industry again provided the strongest 
contingent of private car exhibits. All exhibitors of British cars had 
exerted themselves to ensure that their stands were as attractive as 
possible and full use was made of such eye-catching devices as 
revolving turn-tables and cut-away models and engines; one 
exhibitor utilized a novel device for this country (but seen at Earls 
Court) in the shape of a mobile car on a fixed track demonstrating 
the small turning circle of a popular model. Of the commercial 
vehicle exhibits, the Leyland range attracted more than average 
attention, particularly the newly introduced ‘Europ’ range specially 
designed — in collaboration with the Belgian company Brossel 
Freres — to meet the requirements of customers within the Common 
Market. The Fairey four-berth ‘Fairview’ caravan also attracted much 
interest. This has been specially designed with the Continental 
market in view, and has a colour scheme featuring gold anodysed 
aluminium fittings against white bodywork. Its low weight of 11 cwts. 
allows fast travelling on Continental roads. 


Although British participation in the Show was larger than that 
of any other country, the sale of British cars in Belgium in 1959 
reached 9,311 units and accounted for only 9-2 per cent. of total 
Belgian requirements, compared to approximately 15 per cent. 
four years ago. 1960 sales figures are not yet available, but it is hoped 
that these will reach the 12,000 mark or ‘almost 10 per cent. of total 
Belgian requirements. This overall improvement compared to the

previous year both in numbers and as a proportion of total car sales 
in Belgium on the part of the British motor manufacturer is however 
due principally to the sale of two cars: the Ford ‘Anglia’ has been an 
outstanding success in Belgium with a figure of some 4,000 to 5,000 
units, while the Standard Triumph has also done exceptionally well. 
Rolls-Royce, Jaguar and nearly all makes of British sports cars had 
a | good year. 

Sir John Nicholls, H.M. Ambassador, was the guest of honour 
at a reception offered by the President of the Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders Limited on the eve of the opening of 
the Show. The Ambassador also made an official visit to the Show 
on January 23 when he inspected some thirty stands displaying 
British products. 

The 1961 Show remained open until January 29; no Show will 
be held in Brussels next year and it is in fact not yet certain whether 
there will be one in 1963. 





Libyan Commercial Agencies Law 
and Regulations 


INQUIRIES have been made in recent months by United Kingdom 
firms with agents in Libya about the requirements of the Libyan 
Commercial Agencies Law and Regulations. 


Briefly the law (No. 15 of 1959) permits firms registered in the 
Agencies Register, whether Libyan or non-Libyan, to continue to 
hold agencies acquired before the Law was promulgated, but subject 
to an overall maximum. number which has still to be fixed. New 
agencies or, it is understood, any exclusive trading arrangements 
such as sole distributorships, can be acquired only by firms with a 
controlling Libyan interest, i.e. at least 51 per cent. of its capital 
must be owned by Libyans. 


The Executive Regulations issued under the Law require all 
foreign companies to send to their agents or representatives in Libya 
the following documentary information (unofficial clarifications in 
brackets) to enable the agent to register the agency: 


(i) an official extract from the respective folio of the commercial 
register in the district where the head office of the company is 
situated. (Copy Certificate of Incorporation counter-stamped by 
Local Chamber of Commerce has been acceptable in practice.) 

(ii) The original or a certified copy of the agency agreement or re- 
presentation concluded between the parties concerned. 

(iii) A copy of the general terms and prices of the operations which the 

agent or representative is authorised to enter into in Libya, together 
with the terms and conditions contained in the contracts. (Prices 
of operations may be assumed to mean commissions, fees, etc., 
payable to the agent.) 
A declaration by the Government of the foreign company or 
commercial firm accepting the conversion into Libyan currency 
of an amount of its currency sufficient to meet the obligations of 
the agent or representative in the agreements which he concludes or 
carries out in Libya. The Government may also be asked to furnish 
all the particulars and documents which, in the view of the Ministry 
meet this purpose. (Official representations have been made to the 
Libyan Government, which, it is hoped, will result in the Libyan 
authorities consenting to waive this requirement from individual 
United Kingdom firms.) 

These documents should be authenticated by the competent 
Authorities and accompanied by an accurate Arabic translation 
certified correct by the Ministry of National Economy. (In practice 
it has been found that documents authenticated by: 

(a) certification by Notary Public and then by the Libyan 

Embassy in London, or 

(b) counter-stamped by local Chambers of Commerce 
have been accepted.) 

The Ministry may allow the applicant a period not exceeding 
two months from date of application for the production of these 
documents, if such a request is made in the application for registra- 
tion. (Closing dates for applications have been prescribed by the 
Libyan authorities from time to time but it is understood that 
applications for registration are still being accepted.)

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Little Change in Sterling Area Trade in the Third Quarter of 1960 


THE COMBINED value of sterling countries exports (excluding 
Middle East oil) in the third quarter of 1960 was 7 per cent. less than 
in the second quarter. This was probably entirely due to seasonal 
factors, a slightly more than seasonal fall in United Kingdom exports 
being offset by a rather less than seasonal fall in exports from overseas 
sterling countries. The underlying trend in total sterling area exports, 
including trade between sterling countries, has thus been one of no 
change throughout the first three quarters of 1960. The level of 
overseas sterling exports in the third quarter of last year was not 
significantly different (allowing roughly for seasonal changes) from 
the peak level of the fourth quarter of 1959. The indications for the 
fourth quarter 1960 are, however, of only a small rise from the third 
quarter recorded value, much less than would be expected on seasonal 
grounds. The small rise in United Kingdom exports is unlikely to 
be sufficient to offset this underlying fall, and the trend of total sterling 
exports probably turned down before the end of 1960. 


Sterling area imports recorded in the third quarter of 1960 were 
a little lower (about 2 per cent.) than the high value of the second 
quarter but still above the first quarter figure. Both the United 
Kingdom and the overseas sterling countries recorded falls of about 
2 per cent. between the second and third quarters (in the case of the 
United Kingdom this meant a rise in trend after allowing for seasonal 
factors). In the fourth quarter United Kingdom imports rose further, 
but early figures for a few overseas sterling countries suggest that 
irmports into the overseas sterling area changed little in the fourth 
quarter. 


Exports 


Although sterling exports levelled off in 1969, the rise during 1959 
resulted in exports in the first nine months of 1960 being 10 per cent. 
greater in value than a year earlier. For the third quarter alone the 
rise was only 3 per cent. The United Kingdom and the overseas sterling 
area showed very similar proportionate increases on a year earlier 
both for the first nine months of 1960 and the third quarter. 


Direction of Sterling Area Exports 

The more rapid recovery compared with 1959 in exports from 
overseas sterling countries to each other than in the flow of exports 
between the United Kingdom and the overseas sterling area, which 
was very noticeable in the first half of 1960, did not continue into the 
third quarter, when there was also a marked diminution in the rate

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of increase on a year earlier in overseas sterling countries’ exports 
to the United Kingdom. Nevertheless in the first nine months of 
1960 there was a 9 per cent. rise on a year earlier in the value of 
sterling area intra-trade (as measured by exports) which was much 

same as the 10 per cent. rise in total exports to non-sterling 
countries. Exports to the European Economic Community rose 
11 per cent. in value between the same periods, both from the United 
Kingdom and the overseas sterling area. Exports to North America 
were slightly lower with a 3 per cent. fall in United Kingdom exports 
and a 2 per cent. rise from the overseas sterling area. The greatest 
increase in exports for both the United Kingdom and the overseas 
sterling area was to non-sterling countries, other than North America 


and the E.E.C. 


Exports from Individual Sterling Countries 


The rise in the value of sterling exports in the first nine months of 
1960 compared with a year earlier was shared by all sterling countries. 
Both the United Kingdom and the overseas sterling area in total 
recorded rises close to the 10 per cent. for the whole sterling area. 
The increases were also about average for the East African, Mediter- 
ranean and West Indian territories and also Ceylon and the Union of 
South Africa. The most diverse movements were the above average 
increases of 34 per cent. for Pakistan and 28 per cent. for Hong Kong, 
and the relatively small increases of 1 per cent. for Nigeria, 4 per 
cent. for India and 5 per cent. for Australia. 


Commodity Exports from Overseas Countries 


The revised areas for analysing sterling area trade which were 
introduced into the value tables in the last article (published Novem- 
ber 11, 1960) have now been extended to the commodity statistics. 
Table 4 gives figures on the new basis for 1957 onwards. 


The change in the trend of overseas sterling exports which occurred 
in the early months of 1960, became more apparent in the commodity 
statistics in the third quarter of last year when about half of the major 
commodities exported, including wool, rubber, cocoa, tea and dairy 
products, were lower by value than a year earlier. Some commodities, 
however, were showing bigger increases in the third quarter, compared 
with a year earlier, than in the first half of the year, among them 
cotton, tin and lead; meat exports, which had been much lower in the 
first six months of 1960 than a year earlier, were slightly higher in 
the third quarter. Most of the falls which occurred in exports of major 
commodities in the third quarter were broadly due both to price and 
quantity. Despite these relatively low figures in the third quarter, 
the value of exports of most of the major commodities was higher 
in the first nine montns of 1960 as a whole than a year earlier. Wool 
and rubber exports were each up by about £40 million and the metals 
(copper, lead and tin combined) were also up by the same amount. 
There were also sizeable proportionate increases in the values of 
exports of wheat, rice and jute goods. The only major commodities

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Imports 


Imports into the sterling area continued to increase in the third 
quarter of 1960 and in the first nine months of last year were 16 per 
cent. higher than in the comparable period of 1959. Imports into the 
United Kingdom and the overseas sterling area each rose by the same 
proportion. 


Iraports into Individual Sterling Countries 


Within the overseas sterling area the increase of 29 per cent. in 
Australia’s imports accounted for about one-quarter of the area’s 
total increase of £565 million in imports. The largest proportionate 
increase, 92 per cent., was however in Pakistan’s imports: arrivals 
into Hong Kong, New Zealand and Nigeria increased by over 20 per 
cent. and imports into South Africa and Ghana were 17 per cent. 
higher than a year earlier. The smallest proportionate increases 
were in imports into the Mediterranean territories (2 per cent.), 
Ceylon (3 per cent.) and the Irish Republic (4 per cent.). Revisions

to India’s trade figures subsequent to the sterling area trade articles 
published on November 11, 1960, show that imports were 7 per 
cent. higher in the first half of 1960 compared with a year earlier, 
not 5 per cent. lower as indicated by the original figures: India’s 
imports in the third quarter of last year continued 7 per cent. higher 
than in the comparable period of 1959. 


Sources of Sterling Imports 


The value of imports into the sterling area from all sources con- 
tinued to increase in the third quarter of 1960 although the rate of 
increase of 6 per cent. on a year earlier in sterling countries’ imports 
from each other was only about half that of the first half of the year. 
Imports from non-sterling sources increased at about the same rate 
as in the first six months of 1960: a slight fall in the rate of increase 
of United Kingdom imports from non-sterling countries being offset 
by a somewhat higher rate of increase in imports into the overseas 
sterling area from these sources. 


In the first nine months of 1960 as a whole the value of total imports 
into the sterling area from all sources was 16 per cent. higher than 
a year earlier. There was a rise of 7 per cent. in imports into the 
United Kingdom from overseas sterling countries and imports into 
the overseas sterling area from the United Kingdom increased by 
about 11 per cent.; overseas sterling countries imports from each 
other increased by about 13 per cent. On the other hand, imports 
into both the United Kingdom and the overseas sterling area from 
non-sterling countries in January-September 1960 were some 20 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier. Compared with the previous peak 
figures of January to September 1957, there was little change in the 
value of United Kingdom imports from the overseas sterling countries 
or in their imports from the United Kingdom. Imports into overseas 
sterling countries from each other were some 10 per cent. higher than 
in 1957 and imports into the sterling area from non-sterling countries 
were nearly 20 per cent. up. 


Imports from North America in the first three quarters of 1960 
were particularly buoyant, those into the United Kingdom increasing 
by 44 per cent. on a year earlier and into the overseas sterling area 
increasing by 25 per cent. Arrivals from the European Economic 
Community and the European Free Trade Association also increased 
strongly, by about 20 per cent. in each case into the United Kingdom 
and into the overseas sterling area. 


Aggregate imports into the overseas sterling area from industrial 
countries in January — September 1960 increased at a faster rate, 
19 per cent., than imports from non-industrial countries, 13 per cent. 
The increase of 11 per cent. in imports from the United Kingdom 
was less than half the rate of increase of 25 per cent. in imports

from other industrial countries combined (in the third quarter the 
increase in imports from the United Kingdom was only about one- 
third of that for imports from other industrial countries) and this 
below average performance was also apparent in most individual 
countries. The largest increase, 38 per cent., was in imports into the 
overseas sterling area from Japan; arrivals from the United States 
were 28 per cent. higher than in the first nine months of 1959. 
Imports from Western Germany increased at a lower rate than those 
from most other industrial countries, but nevertheless were 17 per 
cent. higher than a year earlier; this lower rate of increase was due to 
the fall of 6 per cent. in India’s imports from Western Germany — 
these had risen by more than 20 per cent. in January to September 
1959 while imports from most other countries had fallen. All the 
individual overseas sterling countries, with the exception of Ceylon, 
increased their imports from industrial countries, although the in- 
creases in imports into India and the Federation of Rhodesia and 
Nyasaland were small. Australia’s imports from industrial countries 
increased by 33 per cent., the largest increase shown by any overseas 
sterling country other than Pakistan, whose imports doubled. 


Over half of the absolute rise in Australia’s imports was accounted 
for by the increases of over 60 per cent. in arrivals from the United 
States and Japan-—the latter country now strongly challenging 
Western Germany as the third largest supplier; imports from the 
United Kingdom were up by 18 per cent. The rise in imports into 
India was due to increases of 11 per cent. from the United Kingdom 
and 14 per cent. from Japan; imports from the United States were 
much the same as a year earlier and from E.E.C., ard Germany alone, 
there was a fall of about 5 per cent. Imports into the Federation of 
Rhodesia and Nyasaland from the United Kingdom, which had 
fallen by 10 per cent. in the first nine months of 1959, fell by a further 
10 per cent. in the comparable period of 1960; on the other hand,

A RESOUNDING RESULT 


The following are extracts from the statement by Mr. R. John Berridge (Chairman), circulated to Stockholders: 


The Net Profit before Taxation was £31,303,554, an increase over the previous year of 10°68 per cent. This follows the 


Jubilee Year increase of 10-50 per cent. on 1958 profit. The percentage rise in turnover was the highest rate of increase 
since 1954, 


This success was made possible by the new and improved ranges of merchandise offered. Also much is due to the Company’s 
policy of modernising and enlarging its branches, though quite a proportion of the higher volume of business was contributed 
by the many stores still awaiting attention, which will be given just as soon as it 1s practicable to do so.

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Cuba and Hungary 


AGREEMENTS on Trade, Payments, Credit and Scientific and 
Technical Co-operation were signed in Havana on September 15, 
1960, between the Republics of Cuba and Hungary. None of the 
texts of the Agreements has been published. 

The Trade Agreement establishes mutual most-favoured-nation 
treatment. The list of goods for export from Cuba to Hungary 
includes agricultural food products (including sugar), minerals, 
textiles (including artificial silk thread), hides and tobacco; the list of 
goods for export from Hungary to Cuba includes food and agri- 
cultural machinery, hydro-electric plant, other machinery, tele- 
communication equipment, instruments, lorries, motor buses and 
‘articles of the light industry’. Payments will be by a bilateral account 
with a swing credit of two million ‘agreement dollars’. Under the 
Credit Agreement, Hungary grants a long-term credit to Cuba of 
$8 million over five years to 1965 with provision for repayment over 
10 years at 24 per cent. The Agreement on Scientific and Technical 
Co-operation provides for the training and exchange of experts, 
organization of study tours, exchange of documentary material, the 
holding of joint scientific and technical conferences and for the 
exchange of scholarships and visiting lecturers. 

As a result of further negotiations another Trade Agreement 
between the two Republics was signed in Budapest on December 31, 
1960. ‘The text of this Agreement has not been published. It is 
reported that under the Agreement Hungary is to deliver to Cuba 
machine tools, refrigeration vans, dumpers, tractors, instruments, 
textiles and chemical and pharmaceutical products in exchange for 
copper concentrate, nickel oxide, raw hides, staple fibres, sugar and 
other commodities. The amount of the credit given by Hungary to 
Cuba has been raised to $15 million of which $10 millian is for 
telecommunication equipment. 


Austria and Soviet Union 


A NEw tiade agreement between Austria and the Soviet Union 
was signed in Moscow on December 13, 1960. The agreement, 
which came into force on January 1, 1961, is valid for the five-year 
period 1961 to 1965. 

The list of goods for export from the Soviet Union to Austria 
includes coal, coke, grain, various metals, oil, cotton, chemicals and 
machinery and equipment. 

The list of goods for export from Austria to the Soviet Union 
includes industrial machinery and equipment, tugboats, metal 
products, medical equipment and medicaments, wool and artificial 
silk fabrics, leather shoes and wood panelling. 


Honduras and the United States 


THE GOVERNMENTS of Honduras and the United States of America 
have mutually agreed to terminate parts of the Honduran-United 
States Trade Agreement of December 18, 1935 (see Board of Trade 
Journal of March 19, 1936, page 436). 

The parts of the Agreement which are to be terminated are the 
schedules of tariff concessions and the provisions directly related to 
those schedules. The general provisions of the Agreement are to 
remain in force. 

The Exchange of Notes terminating the aforementioned parts of 
the Agreement took place on January 18, 1961, at Tegucigalpa and 
the partial termination will become effective on February 28, 1961. 


Bulgaria and Israel 


By A PROTOCOL dated October 18, 1960, the Trade Agreement of 
December 20, 1954, between Bulgaria and Israel has been renewed 
for a further year as from the date of signature. The lists of goods 
established under the Protocol signed on November 5, 1958, have also 
been renewed unchanged.

THE FRENCH Moniteur Officiel du’ Commerce et de I’ Industrie 
of January 7, 1961, published the text of a new trade agreement 
between France and Yugsoslavia signed in Paris on December 28, 
1960, and valid from October 1, 1960, to September 30, 1961. 

Import quotas have been established for a list of Yugoslav goods 
for export to France including cattle for slaughter, foie gras, eggs, 
honey, mushrooms, red fruit pulp, prunes, dried cherries, salami, 
preserved fish, various agricultural products, tobacco, chemical and 
pharmaceutical products, sawn wood, textiles and knitwear, cast iron 
joints, enamelware, electrical goods, motorcycles, furniture and 
articles of Yugoslav handicraft. 

French exports to Yugoslavia will be subject to the multilateral 
import procedure applying to goods coming from countries of the 
Zone of Convertibility. 

The Agreement also provides for an exchange of goods between 
Yugoslavia on the one hand and the African States of the Com- 
munity and the Malgache Republic on the other. Yugoslav exports 
to these territories will include dried vegetables, hops, glucose, 
tomato concentrates, tobacco, plastic goods, textiles, textile and 
rubber footwear, enamelware, fuel stoves, various metal tools, elec- 
trical equipment and bentwood furniture. 

Among the goods to be exported by the African States and the 
Malgache Republic to Yugoslavia are coffee, cocoa, tropical woods, 
groundnuts, palm, raffia, vanilla, mica, graphite and cloves.

INDIA 
Merchandise Marks Legislation 


UNDER Indian S.O. 3093 dated December 23, 1960, the Central 
Government, being convinced that it is in the public interest so to clo, 
and in exercise of the powers conferred by sub-sections (1) and (3) of 
section 117 of the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 1958 (43 of 
1958), gives notification of the supersession of S.O. 17 dated December 
29, 1959 (see Board of Trade Journal of February 12, 1960, page 362). 
The new regulations, which are set out below, were published in 
draft form for the information of all persons liable to be affected 
thereby under S.O. 2231, dated September 9, 1960 (see Board of Trade 
Journal of October 7, 1960). They are now due to be implemented 
on July 1, 1961, provided that in the case of cigarettes they will come 
into force on and from December 1, 1961. 


Note: The Schedules may possibly contain words which are 
registered in the United Kingdom as trade marks in relation to certain 
types of goods. 


Indications of Origin of Goods 


1. Requirements in respect of goods imported from abroad specified 
in column 2 of Part I of the Schedule. 

(1) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (5) of Section 117 of the 
Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 1958, the classes of goods specified in 
column 2 of Part I of the Schedule hereto annexed shall, on importation 
and at the time of sale, whether by wholesale or retail or both, have applied 
to them in the manner specified in the corresponding entry in column 3 of 
Part I of the said Schedule, 

(a) an indication of the country or place in which the goods are made 
or produced or of the name and address of the manufacturer, or 

(b) where such goods are manufactured by one person for another who 
are both beyond the limits of India, either an indication as specified 
in (a) above or of the name and address of the person for whom the 
goods are manufactured. 


(2) Where such goods are made or produced in one country and are 
contained in packages made or produced in another, the indication shall 
specify both countries. 


(3) Where such goods are partly or wholly made or produced in one 
country and partly made or produced or finished or processed or embellished 
or completed in another country or other countries, or where the goods are 
made of indistinguishable parts or constituents made in two or more 
different foreign countries, the indication may be expressed as, ‘Manufacture 
of different countries outside India’, or ‘Produce of different countries 
outside India’ or ‘Made abroad’, or ‘Foreign made’. 

(4) Where the name of the place in the indication is identical with, or 
deceptively similar to, the name of a place in India or if the name is the 
name of a place in more than one country, such name shall be accompanied 
in equally large and conspicuous letters and in the English language by the 
name of the country in which the place is situated. 


(5) The above provisions shall be without prejudice to the requirements 
of counter indication of country of origin, etc., required by or under Section 
18 (e) of the Sea Customs Act, 1878 (8 of 1878). 


2. Requirements in respect of goods produced in India or imported 
but packed or otherwise processed in India and ing within 
column 2 of Part II of the Schedule. 


(1) The classes of goods specified in column 2 of Part II of the Schedule 
hereto annexed shall at the time of sale, whether by wholesale or retail or 
both, have applied to them an indication that such goods are made or pro- 
duced in India or at any place in India, or an indication of the name and 
address of the manufacturer or of the person for whom the goods were 
manufactured, in the manner specified in the corresponding entry in 
column 3 of Part II of the said Schedule. 


(2) Where such goods are made or produced in a foreign country but are 
packed or otherwise processed in India or where such goods are sold in 
containers or coverings made in India both the country or place of origin 
of the goods and the words ‘packed in India’ or ‘processed in India’ or 
‘Containers or coverings made in India’ as the case may be, shall be indicated; 
provided that the use of the words ‘container or coverings made in India’ 
shall be presumed to be an indication that the goods were ‘packed in India’ 
unless an express contrary indication appears. 


(3) Where such goods are processed in India from different foreign 
ingredients, the indication may be expressed as ‘Made from foreign in- 
gredients and processed in India’. 

Provided, however, in the case of drugs, medicines and pharmaceutical 
products of all kinds where 95 per cent. or more of the main or essential 
ingredients are Indian and the foreign ingredient is not a potent or thera- 
peutically active ingredient, the indication may be ‘Made in India’. 

(4) Where such goods are assembled in India with foreign and indigenous 
parts, the indication of the country of origin to be applied to the goods shall 
be ‘assembled in India’. 


Provided, however, in the case of machinery where the foreign parts form 
a minor and/or insignificant portion of the goods (being less than 20 per cent. 
in value), the indication may be ‘Made in India’. 


3. General provisions in respect of goods falling within column 2 
of both Part I and Part II of the Schedule. 

(1) The indication of the country or place or the name and address 
referred to in paragrapns 1 and 2 shall be shown in large and conspicuous 
letters. The minimum size of the lettering of such indication of the country 
or place of origin or the name and address shall be not less than two milli- 
metres in height or less than one-fourth of the size of the largest letter 
appearing in the name, word, or trade description applied to the goods, 
whichever is larger. 

Provided however that the minimum size of the lettering of such indication 
shall be 

(i) in the case of drugs, medicines and pharmaceutical products or 
cosmetics and toilet preparations, not less than two millimetres in 
height or less than the largest letter used in the display of the name 
of the manufacturer appearing at any place in the label, whichever 
is smaller; 

(ii) in the case of cigarettes, not less than two millimetres in height; 

(iii) in the case of chemicals in drums and other containers: 

(a) of size up to 2 litres, not less than 2 millimetres in height, 

(b) of size from 2 litres to 8 litres, not less than 4 millimetres in 
height, 

(c) of size from 8 litres to 50 litres, not less than 10 millimetres in 
height, 

(d) of size above 50 litres, not less than 20 millimetres in height; and 

(iv) in the case of wood and timber in logs or pieces or plants or scantlings, 

not less than 20 millimetres in height. 

(2) The indication shall, in cases where any name, word or trade descrip- 
tion applied to the goods or the packages thereof is in English or in any 
language other than an Indian language, be in the English language; and 
where such name, word or trade description is in an Indian language or 
languages with or without English, the indication shall be either in the 
English language or in each one of the languages in which such name, word 


‘or trade description appears. 


(3) The indication shall be on the same label or part of the covering or 
goods, as the case may be, to which the name, word or trade description is 
applied and shall be reasonably near such name, word or trade description. 
Where the name, word or trade description appears at more than one place 
on the label, the indication shall be at least in two places. Where a trade 
description, which is likely to indicate foreign origin or the foreign address 
of the manufacturer, is applied on the goods made in India or on the packages 
of such goods, the indication shall accompany, and be adjacent to, or reason- 
ably near, such application. The indication shall not be in a separate label 
nor shall it be otherwise detachable from the application of the name, word 
or trade description itself and it shall be applied no less indelibly than the 
name, word or trade description. 


4. Goods on which marking is impossible or would adversely affect 
their quality. 

Where due to the smallness of the goods or other cause, it is impracticable 
to mark on the goods themselves an indication of the country or place of 
origin or where it is not possible to do so without adversely affecting the 
quality of the goods or without undue expenditure, the indication may be 
applied on the package attached to such goods. 


5. Exemptions. 
The following classes of goods are exempted from the operation of this 
notification : 
(a) materials imported by the railways and marked with the name of the 
railway ; 
(b) samples or patterns readily distinguishable as such and valueless in 
themselves ; 
(c) articles intended for free distribution for advertising purposes; 
(d) goods imported for the personal use of individuals or associations of 
individuals and not for trade purposes; 
(e) goods made or produced beyond the limits of India and imported 
into India, not for trade purposes other than for re-export; 
(f) drugs, medicines and pharmaceutical products of all kinds manu- 
factured in India solely for export. 
6. Interpretation. 
In this notification, 
(a) ‘package’ shall have the same meaning as defined in Section 2 (1) (1) 
of the Trade and Merchandise Marks Act, 195%; 
(b) ‘label’ includes any ticket, band, card or tag; 
(c) ‘applied’ includes attached, enclosed, annexed, inserted, secured, 
fastened, stitched, sewn, woven or stamped, and ‘application’ shall 
be construed accordingly.

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VENEZUELA 


Registration of Debts 


DETAILS of the temporary exchange controls imposed by the 
Venezuelan Government on November 8, 1960, were published in the 
Board of Trade Journal of November 18, 1960 (page 1245), and two 
further notes were published in the Board of Trade Yournal of De- 
cember 23, 1960 (page 1504), and January 13, 1961 (page 115), 
reminding United Kingdom creditors that particulars of all foreign 
loans, investments and obligations likely to create demands for official 
foreign exchange had to be registered with the Central Bank within 
60 days of January 2, 1961. 


It is now certain that all commercial debts incurred before November 
8, 1960, must be registered, and United Kingdom creditors should 
make certain that their Venezuelan debtors have effected registration. 


We understand that the following instructions have been issued to 
the Commercial Banks in Venezuela about the registration of debts 
(the attention of United Kingdom creditors is particularly 
directed to paragraph 6): 


1. Debts to non-residents arising from imports effected prior to November 
8, 1960, and which are not covered by drafts for collection or Letters of 
Credit in the hands of commercial banks, must be registered by the 
interested party at the Banco Central de Venezuela Exchange Control 
Office, in order to be able to obtain controlled exchange afterwards to 
effect remittances. 

2. The authorization for registration of debts to non-residents referred 
to in the previous paragraph will in all cases be given by the Banco Central. 

3. The applicant must be the same debtor or a person duly authorized 
by him. In all cases purchases of exchange can only be made by the 
applicant in whose name the debts have been registered. 

4. It is recommended to applicants that they present the documents 
in an orderly manner. When possible and in cases where each import 
represents a large amount, a separate application must be made for each 
importation. Where the imports are numerous but for small amounts 
and effected by the same exporter, they may be consolidated and one 
application may be presented for each creditor. In this case special attention 
must be given to preparation of the relative documents to ensure that they 
are grouped in order of maturities. In all cases, however, only one creditor 
may be included in each application. 

5. The applicant must support his application for registration of debts 
to non-residents resulting from imports with the following documents: 

(a) All normal documents covering the shipment effected and as 
well Bills of Lading, the 6th copy of the customs liquidation for 
customs duty and other similar or complementary documents. 

(b) The debtor’s liquidation receipt for income taxes. 

(c) Balance Sheet and Statement of Profit and Loss of the debtor 
together with a detailed list of his obligation to persons or firms 
abroad and the total must balance with the respective account 
shown on the balance sheet. , 

(d) A sworn declaration of the applicant guaranteeing the correctness 
of the documents presented and of the debt which he is registering. 

(e) A declaration of the debtor in which he confirms that he will 
permit his books to be examined by the Banco Central de Venezuela 
to prove the correctness of the debt he is registering. 

6. In addition to the documents indicated in Section 5, the Banco 
Central de Venezuela can request at their discretion a statement 
of account of the debtor prepared by the creditor with a sworn 
declaration signed by the latter and supported by corres i 
vouchers authenticated by a public accountant or the Venezuelan 
Consul residing in the country involved. 

7. All the documents referred to in Section 5 must be originals or 
duplicates of the originals, but not photo copies. Only photostats of receipts 
for income taxes will be acceptable. In the event that Banco Central request 
preparation of the documents specified in Section 6, these must be originals. 

The Banco Central will deliver to the applicant once they have studied 

and approved his application, the registration number which has been 
given to each application he has presented. 

9. When the registration number mentioned in the previous paragraph 
has been received from the Banco Central, the applicant must apply to a 
commercial bank of his choice at each maturity date and present a normal 
application for the purchase of exchange in quadruplicate, and in the 
application he must clearly indicate the registration number of the respective 
debt and the maturity date to which the purchase refers. 

10. The commercial bank will return to the applicant a signed copy 
of the application as an acknowledgement of receipt; they will retain one 
copy in their files for reference purposes and they will send the two 
remaining copies to the Banco Central de Venezuela for comparison with 
the respective registration. - 

11. When the correctness of the operation requested in the application 
has been approved, the Banco Central de Venezuela will return a copy of 
the application to the commercial bank with a suitable notation signifying 
that the sale has been approved and the commercial bank will then sell 
the corresponding exchange to the interested party.

Tax Exemptions for New Industries 


THE MEXICAN Diario Oficial of January 17 and January 18, 1961, 
published general declarations of tax exemptions under the Law 
for the Encouragement of New and Necessary Industries in favour 
of the manufacture of pipe organs and parts thereof and of active 
components for electronic circuits respectively. 


These industries are declared to be of secondary importance and 
manufacturers would therefore be given five year exemptions from 
most import duties, stamp taxes, sales tax and income tax. 


The declaration in respect of the manufacture of active components 
for electronic circuits details which components are to be included 
and these are: sermi-conductors, and electronic valves except tele- 
vision tubes. It then goes on to specify that these products must 
be made from the following semi-raw materials: 

Bars and ingots of special metals 

Wires 

Metal strips 

Metal or plastic stamped or moulded capsules 
Chemical products 

Contact plugs 

Glass ampoules 

Glass rings 

Glass tubes 

Stamped or moulded metal, mica or plastic 

The Decree then goes on to emphasize that any process or equip- 
ment used must not be obsolete and that of the total number of 
people employed by the firms, not more than one foreigner may be 
employed per firm and that his total remuneration may not exceed 
10 per cent. of the total of the remuneration of all the rest of the 
employees in the company. 


Imports of Hops 


NEW MEXICAN REGULATIONS require a permit issued by the 
Direccion General de Economia, Secretaria de Agricultura, Aquiles 
Serdan No. 28, Mexico, D.F. for imports of hops. At the time applica- 
tion for permit is made, the importer must submit a State or Federal 
inspection certificate certifying that the hops are free from all diseases 
and contamination (presumably insect pests). 


GUATEMALA 


Exports of Non-Ferrous Scrap Metal 


H.M. EMBASSY in Guatemala City reports that a Decree published 
in the Guatemalan El Guatemalteco on January 14, 1961, and effective 
the following day, revokes the Government Order of December 6, 
1960, which prohibited the export of non-ferrous scrap metal from 
both private and Government stocks (see Board of Trade Journal ot 
January 6, 1961, page 45).

5 Customs Treatment of Certain Footwear 


‘THE UNITED STATES Bureau of Customs have given notice that they 
are considering changes of practice in regard to the tariff classification 
and valuation of certain kinds of footwear with textile uppers and 
rubber or similar soles. 


Paragiaph 1530 (e) of the United States Tariff Act provides for 
Footwear (including athletic or sporting boots and shoes), the uppers 
of which are wholly or in chief value of animal hair, cotton, fibre, 
ramie, rayon or other synthetic textile, silk, wool, or substitutes for any 
of the foregoing, with soles wholly or in chief value of india rubber or 
substitutes for rubber, dutiable at 20 per cent. ad valorem. If similar 
footwear is produced in the United States the duty is based on the 
American selling price of such footwear. 


One proposed change concerns the method of determining whether 
the soles of this type of footwear are wholly or in chief value of ‘sub- 
stitutes for rubber’. It 1s considered that composition soles which 
have the general characteristics, such as resilience and skid-resistance, 
of the rubber soles commonly used on tennis shoes, sneakers and 
similar shoes, should in future be regarded as ‘substitutes for rubber’ 
(unless it is established that the material of which they are made was 
used in its own right for its own characteristics and not in place of 
natural rubber.) Hitherto this has not necessarily been the rule. The 
result of the change would be that the duty on some footwear of this 
type would in future be based on the American selling price, which 
would usually mean an increase in the amount of duty to be paid. It 
could also mean a reduction in the amount of duty payable on some 
shoes with composition soles, which have hitherto been regarded as 
rubber substitutes, if the soles do not have the general characteristics 
of rubber but more closely resemble, e.g. leather. 


The second proposal concerns the determination of whether 
imported footwear of this type is similar to footwear produced in the 
United States, and therefore dutiable on the basis of the American 
selling price. At present imported footwear is not regarded as similar 
to domestic products if there is a difference in the material used for the 
uppers. It is now proposed that footwear should be regarded as similar, 
despite such a difference, if the Customs officers consider the imported 
and domestic footwear to be commercially interchangeable, taking into 
consideration (among other factors) the appearance and durability 
of the shoes which are being compared. In this case also the result of 
the change could be that the duty on some such footwear would in 
future be based on the American selling price, with a consequent 
increase in the amount of duty to be paid. 

Consideration will be given to any relevant data, views or arguments 
pertaining to either or both of the above questions which are submitted 
to the Bureau of Customs, Washington 25, D.C., in writing, by 
February 25, 1961.

Liberalization of Imports of Replacement Parts 


It WAS ANNOUNCED in the French Journal Officiel of January 20, 
1961, that quantitative import restrictions have been waived on 
replacement parts falling under any of the tariff headings given below 
when originating in and coming from Organization of European 
Economic Co-operation countries and their overseas territories. ‘The 
list annuls and replaces the list published in the Board of Trade 
Journal of July 29, 1960 (page 272). 


A 1eplacement part is defined as a component of a mechanical or 
electrical whole, the replacement of which, necessitated by wear or 
tear or damage, is indispensable io the functioning of the whole. 


It is further laid down that: 


Interchangeable consumable parts, such as tools and parts being 
used as tools (saw-blades, knitting machine needles, drills, milling 
cutters, taps, transmission chains, etc.) are mot included. 
Components which can have a use other than that of replacement 
defined above, are not included. 

Components which can be replaced by those differing from the 
originals because of the absence of specifications of their nature and 
dimensions, are not included. 

Except when otherwise authorized, components coming from a 
manufacturer other than the maker of the originals they are intended 
to replace, are not included. 

The quantity to be imported must be in keeping with the normal 
needs for replacement parts for the maintenance and repair of foreign 
machinery and equipment for use in France. 


Replacement parts are imported under the import certificate 


procedure but for imports exceeding 500 N.F. in value these certifi- 
cates must be endorsed by the appropriate technical authority, viz.:

THE NETHERLANDS 


Turnover Tax Changes 


UNDER two Laws dated December 28, 1960 (Staatsblad Nos. 
570/1960 and 572/1960), the following changes in the Netherlands 
Turnover Tax have been announced with effect from January 1, 1961: 
(1) Table Ila of the Dutch Turnover Tax Law 1954 on which turnover 
tax was levied at 20 per cent. has been abolished. Certain categories of 
passenger cars, motor cycles, and tyres therefor (except covered and 
remoulded tyres) which were included under Table Ila have been 
re-classified under Table III, Item 22, for which the Turnover Tax 

is levied at 18 per cent. 

(2) The Turnover Tax on cigarettes, which are not included in a specific 

Table, has been reduced from 7 per cent. by 2 per cent. to 5 per cent. 

(3) The rates of Turnover Tax which had been fixed provisionally at 

10 per cent. on items in Table II and at 18 per cent. on the luxury 
items in Table III have now been made permanent. 

(4) Butter has been added to Table IV (Goods exempted from Turnover 

Tax) as Item 1a.

Consequent upon the entry into force from January 1, 1961, 
of the Benelux Customs Import Tariff (Law of December 28, 1960 
(Staatsblad No. 573/1960)) the sub-headings of which have been 
brought into line with those of the European Common Market 
External ‘Tariff, the list of goods bearing a Turnover Tax Surcharge 
has had to be aligned to the new descriptions.
